Once 
was criticized for failing to compliment 
an employee who had succeeded in doing a clever piece 
of work. The manager replied: “Why should I compli- 
ment him—he merely did what he is paid to do.” The managers of commer- 
cial business follow a different method. They encourage a man to become 
versatile or extraordinarily proficient, and if he does accomplish a task with 
unusual cleverness or offers any new ideas, they praise him for his efforts 
and interest with the same readiness with which they would condemn if he 
was a failure. With the circus one of the peculiarities frequently emphasized 
is the

namely, plenty of adverse criticism, with the quality of 
praise unknown. 


Suspicion in Abundance 


HE quality of suspicion seems to pervade the circus 
(& world. Owners and managers are suspicious of their 

employees, and in turn the employees are suspicious 
of the former; the various managers and members of the 
staffs are suspicious of each other; employees are likewise 
suspicious of one another. Circus folks,are frequently sus- 
picious of the people with whom they deal and the public 
returns the compliment by being suspicious of the circus 
man. Suspicion, which to our mind is as greeneyed a 
monster as ever jealousy was, is characteristic of all the 
angles of the circus world. It is not so with commercial 
lines, and we do not think it necessary in the show business. 


Lure Great Despite Lacking Imducements 


NOTHER peculiarity of the circus is the way men 
and women flock to it for employment. There seems 


to be a peculiar fascination innate with the busi- 
ness that tends to lure people regardless of creed, race, 
color or sex. Hundreds of applications are received every 
winter from people holding lucrative, influential positions 


expressing a 


writers 


desire for a circus career. Artists, magazine 
newspaper men, bankers, railroad men, in fact 
class of vocation is represented by this long list of 
pplicants for enrollment with the “tented cities”. This 
is true despite the fact that salaries paid by the circus 
eannot be said to be as attractive as the salaries paid by 
most commercial enterprises. In proportion to the personal 
sacrifice of comfort and convenience, the constant atten- 
tion to duty, the energy required and the loyalty rightfully 
expected, the pay would by many be considered short. Not 
only is advancement rare, but the system of bonuses and 
pensions js almost unknown, altho it is quite prevalent in 
many of the large business institutions of the country. 
Yet in spite of these facts, there will always be found 
plenty of people to follow the life and wake of the fascina- 
tion of the circus. This is another peculiarity of the circus 
world—but perhaps it is well it is true, for it is doubtful 
if the cireus could survive some of the financial customs 
practiced in commercial life.

Big Improvement in Recent Years 
Sells-Floto HE character of the circus business is conceded by the 
“6 public to have been greatly improved in recent years. 

The business is in the hands of reliable, honorable 
men, who are insisting upon correct and fair methods in all departments, se- 
lecting a staff of sober, trained, energetic lieutenants and requiring that their 
shows be truthfully advertised. The financial credit of the average circus has 
been greatly enhanced, and it is seldom a legitimate bill or claim is re- 
pucdiated. Many circus owners and managers 
are extremely liberal with unfortunate em- 
ployees even after they may have left their em- 
ployment. Then, too, there are many generous 
acts of benevolence of which the public is never 
informed. There never was a time when circus 
people, high and low. were as well fed and as 
carefully considered and treated, both on the 
road and in winter quarters, as at the present 
time. 

And yet the indisputable fact remains that 
the circus business is most peculiar—it is op- 
erated by peculiar men, dependent upon patron- 
age of peculiar people, influenced by peculiar 
conditions, a most peculiar gamble—all of which 
is so because the circus appeals to all sorts and 
conditions of men, this too being a peculiarity

But each one of us every day is in a strug- 
gle which is equal if not in many respects more 
difficult than the struggle “over there”, and our 
fairs have a splendid opportunity, thru the g..ther- 
ing together of the millions of people, to: 

1. Develop interest in music and to awaken a 
fuller realization of the value of good music, not 
only from the home welfare point of view and 
the future personal welfare of the members of the 
home, but also from a national point of view. 

2. Bring into the lives of the people a greater 
appreciation of, and interest in, the nerve-steady- 
ing, uplifting, stimulating and cultural value of 
good music. 

3. Secure for their daily battles of life that 
wonderful power of music to which every nation 
turns in time of stress and national struggle. 

4. Heth make our homes real homes, not places 
in which to eat and sleep, but places where our 
young people can spend their evenings (in their 
own or friends’ homes), enjoying the healthful 
recreations and pleasures whic!) music makes pos- 


sible, under good home atmosphere, and not under 
the doubtful influences which too often surround 
them in cheap moving picture houses, dance halls 
and many other public places, to say nothing of 
automobiles parked alongside the roadside and in 
secluded and unfrequented spots. 

There is no other factor today that will help 
to reclaim our home life better and enrich com- 
munity and national life than music. Musie has 
been rightly termed the sunshine of the soul. 


And, in doing this, fairs will be not only doing 
a splendid work for their district and their peo- 
ple, but will find music and musical features one 
of the greatest box-office stimulants which they 
can possibly find, and one which costs them very 
little money. 


How Canadian National Exhibition Does It 


OR the last four years the Canadian National 
Exhibition, which holds its annual fair in 
Toronto, has been offering, in addition to 
special bands, etc., special musical features along 
the following lines: 
1. Musical competitions which have developed 
to run the full two weeks of the fair. 


2. A special Music Day. 


3. A 2,000-voice chorus which puts on a number 
of splendid concerts, and always to capacity 
houses. 


Here is a letter written by John G. Kent, man- 
aging director of the Canadian National Exhibie 
tion, to secretaries of other Canadian fairs:

Dear Mr. Jackson: We have always strongly 
favored Special Days at our Exhibition, and of all 
the Special Days we have organized so far, Music 
Day has surpassed all others in both its effect in 
the raising of the general tone of our Exhibition 
and in the increase of attendance. 

Our first Music Day brought an increased at- 
tendance of over 25,000 people; the second a still 
further increase of almost 34,000, and the third 
a yet further increase of nearly 10,000. Many 
special trains have been run in from towns carrye 
ing supporters of local bands, etc. 

Our music competitions in nearly all branches 
of musical work now last during the entire Ex- 
hibition, and are bringing competitors from nearly 
all over the Dominion. Interest in them is in- 
tense, and we notice music teachers are quoting 
in their advertisements the success of their“pupils 
in these competitions, and the winners themselves

During the last four years Music Day alone 
has increased the attendance at the Canadian 
National Exhibition from 50,000 on this particular 
day before Music Day was inaugurated to 118,- 
000. Music Day in 1925, in spite of a deluge of 
rain all forenoon and a very threatening after- 
noon, drew a crowd of 109,500. One of the fair 
officials said that he believed that only Musie 
Day could have brought this attendance 

Let me briefly outline the speci 1 musical fea- 
tures of the Canadian National Exhibition in 1925: 

1. Musical Competitions in 2S classes, in vocal, 
piano, violin, cornet, bagpipe and mouth 
There were 458 competitors, 181 from points out- 
side Toronto took part. Of the 71 prize winners, 
30 of them were from points out of Toronto, a 
most gratifving result. as it greatlv increases the 
interest over a wide These competitions 
lasted the full two weeks of the fair. and mors 
than 50,000 people visited the competitions. 
competitions have given a splendid stimulus to 
Music Study thruout the country. 

2. Exhibition Chorus of ‘2.000 tested voices 
under H. A. Fricker, M. A. Mus. Dir. F. R. C. O., 
Conductor of the Toronto Mendelssohn Choir. In 
1922 and 1923 this Chorus marched in and sang 
before the grand stand. Unfavorable weather and 
other conditions incidental to-outdoor singing, 
however, led to holding these chorus programs 
in the Coliseum during the last two vears. Ow- 
ing to the difficulty of obtaining a goed orchestra, 
the Queen's Own Rifles Regimental Band plaved 
the accompaniments. Four Exhibition Chorus con- 
certs were given in the Coliseum to packed houses 
of 10,000 people. What the peonvle thought of these 
programs is expressed’ in the following letter re- 
ceived from the Honorable G. Howard Ferguson, 
Prime Minister of Ontario:

These were all the special musical features in 
addition to the regular band concerts offered by 
the Exhibition en each day of the fair. Fair as- 
sociations all thru Canada, from Victoria, B. C., 
to St. John, N. B.. convinced of the value of special 
musical features at fairs, are considering music 
competitions and a Music Day at their coming 
exhibitions.

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OESN’T it impress you as just a little re- 
Cf) markable that in these days when the 

spoken drama is generally conceded to be 
in very hard straits it should still be in a rather 
prosperous condition at the extreme ends of 
the business? And when we refer to the extreme 
ends of the business we mean the great metro- 
politan centers and the very smallest towns and 


cities. The space in between can be likened 
to a desert with only an oasis here and there 
where the few straggling wayfarers may stop 


and rest and perhaps gain a little sustenance. 

There are two vital reasons why the largest 
cities and the smallest ones are favored with the 
spoken drama in these depressing times in the 
theater. The first reason, all statements to the 
contrary, is due to the fact that there is still a 
demand for it. And the second, and no less 
important reason, is that there are still places 
in which it can be presented. The largest cities 
have retained their theaters and the smallest 
ones are blessed with the portable theaters—the 
tents. That is the whole situation in a nutshell. 

Today the demand for the spoken drama 
cannot be mistaken. In every place 
where it has a favorable chance for pres- 
entation it is thriving. The schools and 
colleges are giving it an unusval attention 
little theaters (more than 400 listed in 
The Billboard) have come into being almost 
over night, the press is bewailing the lack 
of it and the public is calling for it in no 
uncertain terms. Yet in that great desolate 
place which we can call the “Desert of 
the Spoken Drama” it lost the theaters in 
times gone by and it has never been able 
to regain them. And there is the unques- 
tioned determination on the part of those 
in possession of these theaters that it never 
shall return. And mark you this, those of

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N these days of changing tastes and customs 

and of complete reversals of the accepted or- 

der of things park managers must keep 
abreast of the times if they would show a profit at 
the end of each season. In these days of bands, 
orchestras, phonographs, organs, self-playing mu- 
sical instruments and radios one cannot ignore 
the demand for popular music. 

The country as a whole has been gradually 
educated to a new musical standard, Chopin, 
Rachmaninoff, Strauss, Wagner, Beethoven and 
other famous composers are no longer names to 
conjure with, names known only to the upper in- 
telligentsia and heard only on the tongues of mu- 
siclans and the wealthy. They are names known 
now to the public at large, for music has finally 
come into its own and has found its place among 
the less wealthy and less educated people of this 
world. The music lover is no longer a rare species 
of homo sapiens, but is.to be found even in the 
lowliest hamlet of this broad country. Today music 
is the language of the universe, a language every- 
one understands and And the country is 
better as a whole for this being so. 

But following directly on the heels of this love 
of the heavenly and beautiful in music has come 
inother era—the jazz era. (We object strenu- 
ously to the term jazz, for it is ncither typical nor 
descriptive of music as we know it today. We 
prefer to call it modern dance music.) Gone is 
the old ragtime of the days of “Alexander's Rag- 
Time Band”, In its place has come a much su- 
perior grade of music. The musical gymnastics, 
the banging together of cocoa shells, the rapping 
of tin pans, the tinkling of cow bells, the crashing 
of cymbals and the many other tricks—all reminis- 
cent of the blacksmith shop and the boiler factory 
~have been abandoned in favor of music that ts 
more truly music, more truly harmonics, more 
truly instrumental than that old form which de- 
pended on novel effects for its results.

Demand for Combination of Classics and 
So-Called Jazz 


OLUMES could be written on the erigin and 
76) development of dance music as we know it 

today, but that is beside the question at 
this particular moment. We are not interested in 
the question of whether jazz music is really typical 
of the modern era, whether it reflects the times, 
whether it is Hebraic or Negroid in its origin. 
We are interested only in the fact that the musical 
taste of the majority of people in America has 
changed, with the result that there is a demand 
today for a combination of the classics: and so- 
called jazz. Too, we are interested in popular 
music as an asset to an amusement park. 

Music is an asset to the modern amusement 
park when the wants and likes of the patrons of 
the park are considered and catered to. Music can 
be used to excellent advantage in the dance hall, 
the dining room, the band stand, the swimming 
pool, in the picnic grove, in conjunction with the 
free acts and for sacred concerts on Sundays. But 
it must be the kind of music your patrons like to 
listen to. 

There is hardly an amusement park in the 
United States that doesn’t boast of a dance hall. 
Most dance halls pay a very nice dividend on the 
investment involved, besides being a very popular 
spot in the park 

Many parks have found it paid to assemble a 
group of young musicians, rehearse and direct 
them until as near perfect as possible, and then, by 
advertising and publicizing them to a great de- 
gree, spread their reputation broadcast in the com- 
munity until their name is synonymous with that

intrinsic value by being associated with others 
of its own kind. So it is that the largeness of 
things is often mistaken for exceptional worth 
Unless presented in the great temples of Thespis 
and catering to the people of a badly congested 
district, the spoken drama is outside the pale of 
consideration insofar as these individuals are 
concerned. 

And our presumption may seem to take on the 
qualities of downright insolence when we make 
the further statement that the present thriving 
state of the spoken drama in the smallest places 
is due almost entirely to the tent shows. In our 
mind’s eye we can see the disdainful smile with 
which the foregoing lines are read by the sup- 
posedly wise but unknowing ones. To them the 
spoken drama as presented in the smaller places 
has always been more or less of a travesty on 
dramatic art. And when presented under a tent. 
why that appears to be so absurd that it takes 
on the nature of a huge theatrical joke. But a 
little knowledge of the nature of the tent shows 
and what they are doing for the spoken drama 
may produce as great a change of heart 
in the doubting individuals as that experi- 
enced by the man who went to church to 
scoff and remained to pray.

parks have found that there was a demand in their 


particular localities for so-called “name” bands, 
so they have sent to the booking offices on Broad- 
way for bands with reputations for dance music 
of a high order, reputations for symphonic jazz 


’ that will tickle the toes of even the aged and in- 


firm. Great has been the demand for such bands 
as those furnished by Paul Whiteman, Vincent 
Lopez, Leo Reisman, Fletcher Henderson, Ben 
3ernie, Mal Hallett and many others. True, they 
cost more to book, as they must either be guaran- 
teed a certain sum on a percentage basis or paid 
much more than the local orchestra receives, but 
their names draw patrons to the park who per- 
haps would not come ordinarily. 

The problem as to just whose band the amuse- 
ment park manager is to hire is one which he 
must wrest with and settle for himself. Like the 
questions of whether one should combine the dance 
hall with the dining room, permitting dancing free 
and depending on the revenue from food and 
beverages sold for the income; whether one should 
sell a ticket good for the entire afternoon or evening 
session or adopt a policy of charging a certain 
sum for each dance—it is a problem which must 
be settled locally,,as there are so many circum- 
stances and conditions which are typical of the 
particular neighborhood and patronage that no 
definite rule can be set down that will hold every- 
where. 

There are certain towns and States in the 
United States in which dancing is barred on Sun- 
days. A dance lover knows no hour of the day 
nor no day of the week. Your dance lover is a 
music lover, too, to a certain degree, so if you 
cannot throw your dance hall open to him on the 
Sabbath, why not give a sacred concert in the 
pienie grove or in your band stand during that 
afternoon, giving a musical program that no one 
can take exception to? This idea has been found 
profitable in some localities. There is enough re- 
ligious or semi-religious music available to pro- 
vide an excellent concert. With several such se- 
lections could be combined some straight classical

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N THE background of every successful 

fair is a long story of the history of the 

organization of that fair which is rich 
with romance, full of the deeds of unselfish 
supporters who have given unstintingly of their 
time. and oftentimes their money, to make the 
institution a success. Whether the institution is 
privately owned or a quasi-private and State- 
owned institution, or purely a State or municipal 
organization, the hardships of the early organiza- 
tion period are much the same, and until it gets on 
its feet and demonstrates to the satisfaction of 
the community that it is a success, the struggle 
for existence must necessarily be severe and in 
every instance it would fail if it did not have the 
support of a small quota of men who are leaders 
in their community and who must make a great 
many sacrifices in order to make it a success, 
As it prospers it gathers momentum and ac- 
cumulates to itself friends and supporters who be- 
come enthusiastic about it because it is a success. 
This class of supporters never get in on the 
preliminary work because they aré not leaders, 
but are of the class who follow and who try to 
get on the band wagon as it passes. 
So, the standing of any successful fair 
is a living and enduring monument to

Perpetual Advertisement for City and State 


HE successful fair is a perpetual advertise- 

ment for the city in which it is located, as 

well as its State. In the course of its 
yearly business it sends out thousands of pieces 
of literature which primarily are intended to ad- 
vertise the fair, yet, by the nature of them, are 
advertisements for the city and State. Many ex- 
hibitors come into the State and learn of condi- 
tions there, exhibitors who probably would not 
have the opportunity otherwise of seeing the con- 
ditions which exist there. And thus, because of 
the travel which it encourages, it becomes a factor 
in the development of its territory. The fair is 
often spoken of as an educational institution, and 
probably if it were not it would not endure, yet 
it is difficult to measure or estimate the far- 
reaching effect of its activities. Possibly no other 
institution influences the lives of as many persons 


work? An analysis of the present-day fairs 

leads one to the conclusion that they have 

made great strides in their development. One 

naturally contludes that they are attended in 
greater numbers, that the interest in them is 
greater than formerly. Then you ask the question 
why and the answer is that several things have 
contributed to this condition. First, it is possible 
that the unusual interest which has been taken in 
the youth has been a contributing factor. For 
several years past a great many fairs have fol- 
lowed a practice of bringing in to the fair every 
year 500 or 1,000, perhaps more, of the farm 
boys and girls of their territory. What is the 
effect of this practice? What reaction results to 
the boy or girl who is fortunate enough to get this 
trip? In a great many instances possibly it is the 
first trip of this boy or girl to the fair. They have 
a womlerful time at the fair. They see many new 
and strange sights. It is a new experience in their 
lives. It is a stepping stone in their education. 
Undoubtedly they return home with a most kindly 
feeling for the fair and, as the years go by, they 
look back on this visit to the fair as one of the 
bright spots in their young lives. Is 
it not reasonable to suppose that in 


the untiring efforts of some one per- 
son or group of persons who have, by 
loyalty, pulled that institution thru its 
organization and _  early-development 
period and aided very materially in 
making it a success, and without 
which assistance it would probably 
have fallen by the wayside. 

Thus, in viewing any of the suc- 
cessful fairs one is reminded of the 
part which has been played by these 
developers of that institution, remem- 
bering that it is a thankless task in 
most instances, and that the reward 
for their efforts is largely in the satis- 
faction of their own minds that they 
have accomplished something, and, 
therefore, it seems fitting to think of 
these institutions and their success as 
being a tribute to those who have 
made it possible for them to exist. 

Some one has said that the staging 
of a fair annually was like the resur- 
rection of a corpse every year. When 


most cases they are boosters for the 
fair for life? If the institution is men- 
tioned, they know about the fair and 
are willing and ready to spring to its 
defense and are eager to tell of their 
experiences. And so the practice of 
bringing in to the fair every year 500 
or 1,000 boys and girls means that the 
fair is adding to its assets just that 
Many persons every year. In most in- 
stances these boys and girls are the 
leaders of their communities and you 
are assured of the lasting good will 
and support. What is more logical 
than to presume that after they have 
returned home they would continually 
look forward to the time when they 
could return and again see the sights 
which thrilled them so on theif first 
visit. Possibly it is two or three years, or 
maybe more, before some of them get 
a chance to come back. But it would 
be strange, indeed, if the desire to re- 
turn was not present in such a degree 


the curtain goes down on the last night 
of\the fair almost every one who has 
had any part in its activities is tired 
out, worn threadbare with the many 
trials which they have had during the week and, 
if there is not a resolve to quit the institution, 
there is often the feeling that next year they will 
let some one else do it. Oftentimes the actual 
remuneration for their work has been small in 
comparison with the service rendered and the 
less of time from their business has meant a 
sacrifice. Then, after a period of rest, it is time 
for the resurrection. The secretary must seek out 
these supporters one at a time and by his en- 
thusiasm and hopeful attitude for the future re- 
awaken the impulses which induced them to give 
of time and energies to make exhibits, and thus 
the breath of life is once more breathed into the 
corpse and it slowly comes to life, one department 
at a time, until it begins to move and creates a 
velocity as it travels until it finally moves like a 
snowball rolling down hill, the weight behind it 
pushing it on to a successful termination. Then, 
when the fair is over, it is dead again and the 
succeeding year must be reawakened.

in the community it serves as the fair, and yet 
if we try to analyze the effect we find that the 
reaction to the fair is as varied and as dissimilar 
as are types of mankind. And so it is hard to 
measure the full effect that a successful fair has 
upon its community. No fair can be permanently 
successful, and will not long endure that is not 
controlled by a definite, broad-minded determina- 
tion to be an institution of real service, to be an 
institution wholeheartedly devoted to the upbuild- 
ing of its community, and to be a factor in the 
education of the on-coming generation. 


Boys’ and Girls’ Club Work 


IT not logical that the increased efforts 
which have been made in the last decade to 
assist and stimulate the movement of the 

boys’ and girls’ club work have materially added 
to success of the fairs which have undertaken the 


that sooner or later the wish would be 
gratified somehow. In five or 10 years 
these young folks are the men and 
women, they have advanced to their 
maturity, and I take it that the sup- 
port of these five or ten thousand friends you 
have accumulated to your institution is a vital 
factor in the increasing attendance which most 
fairs have been enjoying.

EN, undoubtedly, the automobile is a factor 

which has added to the advancement and 

increasing popularity of fairs. It has in- 
creased the volume of travel far beyond the ex- 
pectations of any one and, naturally, this in- 
creased travel has resulted in more patrons of 
the fair. 

Another factor which has added its weight is 
the growth and development of the smaller fair. 
The larger type of fair must necessarily be a 
finishing school for exhibitors. The primary work

But that would be 
practically impossible with the carni- 
val. Why, it would take a hundred 
actors, musicians and ticket sellers 
a couple of days to put up a merry- 
go-round or a whip or a Ferris 
wheel alone. These must of neces- 
sity be handled by experts. 
“Strikes” are unknown with the 
ecarnival—the working crews seem to 
take keen delight in their work and 
are perfectly satisfied and even tho 
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more than done their share 

Gone are the old-time “rousta- 
bouts”; gone are the dirty, slovenly 
“roughnecks”; gone are the old-time 
grifting dregs of humanity; gone is 
the riffraff of society which years 
ago constituted the tented show's 
working force. 

In their stead has been gathered 
together and developed into magnifti- 
cent working organizations some of 
the smartest mechanics, carpenters, 
blacksmiths, engineers, electricians 
and skilled laborers that the world of 
manual labor has vet produced, and

clashing of colors, no exaggeration in 
formations She made them attrattive to one 
or all of the five senses, to this extent: a harmo- 
nious whole attracts us further into the unseen. 
Just what showmen have tried to do, but few have 
accomplished. 
A lasting impression upon the man ‘fvho visits 
a midway is made by the appearance of the 
fronts of the attractions, particularly the color 
combinations, which, it has been proved, have 
mere effect upon the human emotions than 
sound. One proof in particular is in the fact 
of placing a high-class musical organization in 
a setting of dull, drab colors. The inconsistency 
is in trying to play “Springtime” or joyous num- 
bers in the color surroundings. We say “it was 
fairly good but there was something lacking.”’ 
The architecture may be elaborate 
and expensive yet may be made re- 
pulsive by distorted, poorly colored 
figures of men, women and beasts.. 
The forms and shapes have little to 
do with the impression created; this 
is done with colors alone. 
Here I submit a list of colors and 
their psychological effect upon the 
temperament of each of us:

is taste, yet sound will cause us to leave a meal, 
and color take away the appetite. 

Admitting color beauty to be the ‘most force- 
ful appeal, and sound next, let us compare two 
“ballys’"—elght costumed musicians and singers 
as a drawing card against a cowbell, brass cym- 
bals, claxon horn and the usual “lock-e-e-here”. 
People edge up to the second bally in a doubt- 
ful frame of mind, hard to convinge with the 
best of arguments, while the other bally, with 
color and harmonious sound combined, “sells” the 
show with less talking. There is no argument 
about this. But, now that we have them inside 
the show, how will they go away? Pleased? 
Yes—if we give them a real high-class 35 or 40- 
minute show. It

Look over the color chart and plan bally cos- 
tumes of pleasing and attractive colors.

Spoken Drama”, for they can find only an occa- 
sional oasis in which to display their wares, and 
these oases are gradually being reduced in num- 
ber. And for financial reasons they cannot 
play many of the smallest places where the tent 
shows can Play at a profit. 


More Than 300 Tent Shows During Busy 
Season 


N RETURNING to the tent-show discussion 

we would like very much to give some statis- 

tics, for cold figures have a very persuasive 
power in any argument or discussion. But such 
a course is impossible, for the tent shows are 
owned individually, and with but few exceptions 
the owner personally manages his own show. As 
they are not controlled by any corporation or 
combine there is no central office to which one 
may go for information and, of course, there is 
no astounding financial statement of these shows 
available. So we must content ourselves with 
making estimates only. In doing that we shall 
use the minimum as a basis for all calculations 
and we feel certain that the tent showmen will 
agree that we have not overstepped the mark. 

It is generally estimated that there are 300 
or more tents in operation during the busy sea- 
son, namely in the summer. Many of these shows 
close with the coming of cold weather, but there 
are a goodly number of them that play the South 

r and thus operate thruout the vear. 
The people employed on these shows 
during the busy season will number 
about 6,000. Of this number some- 
thing like 2.400 will be actors. And 
when we consider the number of 
these shows one must realize that 
there is a goodly sum of money in- 
vested in them. There are the tents 
and their equipments, baggage and 
private cars, autos, transport trucks 
electric-lighting plants, calliopes, etc 
and they all cost good money. It js 
safe to say that the cross investment 
will run well into seven figures. Not. 
such a bad showing for the tent shows 
playing the “sticks”. 

Now the minimum summer season 
is 20 weeks and the average perform- 
ances per week will not be less than 
six shows. Nights lost on account of 
the weather will be more than offset 
by matinees, Sunday nights and dou- 


ble performances on “fair dates”, ete 
During the 20 weeks 120 perform- 
ances will be given by each show.

The attend- 
ance in the West. by the natives themselves, is 
increasing, because they look forward to the 


annual frontier celebration in their vicinity as 
an annual holiday, where they can indulge in 
native sports and at the same time have an 


attraction that will draw many outside visitors. 


To present in the East a cowboy contest that 
enough 


will have good contestants and the 
proper number and right kind of stock neces- 
sary, combined savith the heavy expenditure that 
a real publicity campaign demands, the _ cost 
runs into far more money than the practical 
Wusiness man considers a good investment, con- 


sidering the net profits that such an attraction 
has earned to date. That is why cowboy con- 
tests and frontier Cay celebrations in the West 
have been gradually increasing in popularity, 
while those attempted in the East have not 
grown accordingly.

Any time that the request is made that ALJ, 
cowboy contests be stopped as has been done 
by some parties in different districts it is time 
that managements of responsible celebta- 
tions of this nature made some kind of a con- 
certed move to see that anything of an objec- 
tionable nature was removed from ALL contests.

The managements themselves have not paid 
enough attention to the hue and cry that has 
been raised regarding cruelty at contests. Many 


of them, knowing their own program was clean 
have adopted the method of not paying atten- 
tion to what the other fellow was doing. This 
is all wrong It should be the duty of every- 
one connected with this business, whether he be 
& manager or contestant, to do all in his power 
to keep the sport clean and in shape to refute 
the charges which some would make against the 
business in general simplv because a few have 
“pulled” stuff that will not go over with the 
general public. 

Some promoters have tried to combat ob- 
jections to cruelty on their program by referring 
to the chances contestants took. Others kid 
themselves that they can get by, as they” have 
everything “fixed”. That is to laugh. I remem- 
ber not so long ago where an official of one 
contest told me he knew they had a couple of 


whose sole aim seemed to be “get 
the money” regardless of the after- 
effects their gestures would have on 
the Wild West business in general. 


More Contests in 1925 Than 
Ever Before 


EGARDLESS of the predictions 

against its success, the knocks 

which the sport has received, 
either those inspired or those caused 
by bungling producers, the fact still 
remains a proven one that 1925 saw 
more cowboy contests and frontier 
day celebrations staged, with larger 
attendance figures, than ever before 
in the history of this branch of out- 
door amusement business. 

In 1925 there were something like 
70 cowboy contests held west of the 
Mississippi River in the United States 
and ‘about 35 held in the Canadian 
Northwest, all offering to contestants 
cash purses ranging from nominal 
2mounts to thousands of dollars. Another 
noticeable feature was that the majority of these 
celebrations were held in towns of the West which 
had their early history behind them as being a 
part of the real Frontier West. Most of them 
were sponsored, both morally and financially, by 
the residents of the district and staged as a com- 
munity affair—one in which the natives take a 
certain civic pride in “putting their show over” in 
a legitimate manner so that the visitor can 
realize the strides each of these districts has 
made in the march of progress from their pioneer 
beginning to their modern uptodateness. In 
addition to the cowboy contests they add tostheir 
program other events typical of the frontier 
sports of that particular vicinity. Pageants and 
episodes of a genuine educational and historical 
nature are included, participated in by persons 
who actually were pioneers at the time the 
various stunts are depicting. 

A general old-time Western atmosphere pre 
vails thruout the entire celebration. This i 
created by those responsible for the celebration 
which, being held in its natural location, with 
appropriate natural set- 
tings, has a flavor that 
could not be had any- 
where but in the West. 

When one. realizes 
the large numbers of 
tourists who annually 
make the Western trip 
nowadays since automo- 
bile touring has become 
so popular it is easy to 
figure why the attend- 
ance has increased at 
cowboy contests all over 
the ‘West, even at the

The Eastern contests do not receive the 
united support of the community in which they 
are held as they do in the West, as the affair 
is usually looked upon by the majority of those 
who are asked to patronize it as.a “show” being 
put on for the “gate”, while the majority of 
cowboy contests in the West are put on by 
communities more as a civic enterprise than one 
of a private money-making proposition. 

The past few years many localities in the 
West have been paying more attention to the de- 
tail of making their contests and frontier day 
celebrations conform more truthfully to their 
billing than heretofore. Not just cowboy con- 
tests alone, but other episodes of pioneer life, in- 


cifents of a frontier character typical of their 
immediate vicinity have been presented, the 
combination making a. thrilling instructive, 


educational and historical entertainment. 


Hye and Cry About Cruelty 


™ LATE there has been much talked of and 
published regarding inhumane cowboy con- 

There can be no doubt that some 
objections were made. by people who 
were sincere and haye witnessed Wild 
West shows or contests where animals were 
treated cruelly. These producers are responsible 
for the wrath which has been brought down upon 
the cowboy contest in general recently. 

Some of the objections, especially those raised 
by persons who that ALL cowboy con- 
tests be stopped, have been so loud as to almost 
lead one to believe that they were inspired by 
interests which do not look with favor upon the 
successful strides cowboy contests and frontier 
day celebrations have recently made as an 
outdoor amusement.

It was fixed 
so good they stopped \.it after the 
first show and kept the event out 
for the entire contest. In fact, the 


outfit to which I am referring started 
more knocks on the cruelty thing 
right there than the business ever 
encountered before. Its effects are 
now being felt more strongly than 
ever. 

Why not look the situation square 
in the face? 


The general public is the final 
jury in these things. 

The majority of the American 
public are not dumb-bells. Why not 


give the majority what they want? 
There are plenty of good thrilling 


feats of cowboy sport in which a 
contestant can demonstrate his skill 
without resorting to cruelty to animals 
—provided the right type of animals 
are used, and if the rules governing 
the various events are made with a 
view to eliminating cruelty. 

It would seem that those in charge 
of cowboy contests, who really know 
their stuff, would realize by now that the 
majority of those patronizing a cowboy contest 
must be pleased—women and children as well as 
men. Common sense tells one that women and 
children and the majority of men DO NOT 
WANT ANYTHING CRUEL ON THEIR ENTER- 
TAINMENT PROGRAM ANYWHERE. 

Too much egotism has been displayed in this 
matter by some. The fact that such stuff was 
pulled off at some certain place at some certain 
time and was gotten away with does not mean 
that the majority of the people who patronize 
cowboy contests want cruelty. They don't and 
won't stand for it, and the sooner this is under- 
stood the better for every management and 
contestant in the business. 

Everyone knows that branding live stock is 
a practical necessity in the range country. Such 
an act on the average cowboy contest program 
would not go over. Why? Because the majority 
of the spectators would object to it as cruel. 
Yet it is a real range or ranch stunt. But at 
the same time not a good one for public enter- 
tainment. I mention this by way of comparison. 


Fakers Should Be Exposed 


NOTHER point. A great many people all 

over the country are under the impres- 

sion that bucking horses are trained to 
buck or else made to buck by such cruel 
methods as putting acid on the animals, givine 
them an electric shock with a battery or putting 
burrs or tacks under the saddle, As a matter 
of fact these things HAVE been done, but not 
by outfits with real natural bucking stock—the 
only kind that should be used at any exhibition 
or contest where genuine Western sports are 
being indulged in. It isthe actions of people 
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not having the proper stock and disregarding 
the feeling of their paying public which is 
responsible for the objections made to cruelty 
at Wild West exhibitions and contests. 

It is the duty of every legitimate 
of Wild West sport. whether thev be contestant 
performer or manager, to expose these fakers 
and incompetent producers. Don't wait for ont- 
siders to expose the very things which are hurt- 
ing your own best interests.

Not enough attention has been paid by con- 
test managements in enlightening the public as 
to what real bucking stock is, how it is obtained 
and how it is kept. 

Why not put out more publicity on the live 
stock used, telling what an outlaw horse is? 
How its value as a horse for anything 
bucking is absolutely nil? How these horses for 
the purpose they are used are extremely valuable 
worth as much and probably more than some 
race horses? How their natural viciousness 
prohibits their use for any other work? How 
they are selected from thousands? How thev 
receive the best of care, best of feed. exercise? 
Tow with this care they remain in the pink of 
condition to retain their strength and all their 
cunning, which is pitted against the skill of a 
rider who is mounted on the horse’s back, be- 
ing allowed a rein fastened on a halter, no bit 
in the horse’s mouth, and who has to follow a 
certain set of hard and fast rules which permit 
the horse every advantage to do his worth in an 
endeavor to unseat the rider? Explain that 
these riders must take the most liberties possible 
while mounted on these horses in order to con- 
vinee the mounted judges following them that 
they gave the horse every opportunity to do its 
worst A little publicity along those lines in- 
stead of letting manv of the public labor under 
the impression that tacks are under the saddle 
to make the horse buck would do a lot more 
cood than several columns telling that John 
Tmps, who once rode at Painted Post, wonld 
ride at the eontest and also arrive in his 
ear, driving overland from Pumpkinville. where 
he broke a world’s record and had won the 
“world’s championship”.

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HE Circus Route Book to, 

me has always been the 

most appealing and inter- 
esting of all publications relating 
to our great American Amusement Institution. In 
these chronicles or itineraries we get many ideas 
of the circus profession which are obtainable in no 
other printed matter. In them is cpntained the 
route of the entire season, by place,’ date, distance between stops and the 
roads or railroads over which each jump is made. The other material con- 
tained is only limited by the ability, industry and perseverance of the person 
bringing out the book and the amount of expense that can be put into it. 
In some we find rosters, including the names of owners, heads of depart- 
ments, executive staff, performers, misicians and every employee listed un- 
der the proper classification; the number and kind of cars, wagons, tableaux, 
chariots, cages and other vehicles; dimensions of all tents, number and kind 
of all animals, birds and reptiles; the circus program of performance, notes 
of each stop, including comments on weather, business, visitors, changes in 
personnel and equipment, entertainments, casualties, and, in fact, informa- 
tion and comment of every description. 
wood cuts to half tones, of officials, performers, working crews, animals, 
equipment, scenes en route, etc. There are also in many cases special 
articles on opposition brigades, newspaper comments quoted, historical 
sketches, stories, poems, jokes, professional cards, advertisements and a host 
of miscellaneous matter of interest to the readers of the book. 


_ The Origin 


S to the origin of the Circus Route Book, there 
af is no doubt that the official ‘business records 

from the time circuses first went on the road 
have contained the route from year to year with the 
comments of a business nature, anf as such were 
more or less confidential. As to what brought about 
the publication of the books, much can be but a mat- 
ter of conjecture. Colleges, military and civic or- 
ganizations in which persons were banded together 
for a common purpose and more or less withdrawn 
from a humdrum existence had issued year books, 
college annuals, reports, etc., long betore anything of 
such description was attempted by the circus. Our 
older American colleges, as far back as 1841, were 
producing annually books containing ¢osters, pictures, 
notes of the year’s events and other interesting and 
entertaining features. During the Cjvil War it be- 
came a custom for some regiments to issue lists and 
rosters with other various features,’ which were in 
some cases expanded into regimental: histories. It is 
extremely probable that publications of this nature 
gave the idea of the Circus Route Book—the conditions 
of comradeship, unity of purpose, ptofessional rela- 
tions apart from the general public, are factors sup- 
porting this supposition. The ever-changing location 
of the scenes and events of circus life always play an 
important part in the conversation and thoughts of 
the traveling profession, and the record of the route 
books fixes dates and events accurately and easily 
available for reference. 


Gil Robinson believes the first Circus Route Book 
appeared in the latter part of the ‘@s from the old 
John Robinson Circus. Mr. Robinson has the route 
of this circus back to 1855, and his statement in this 
regard is excellent authority. It is understood that 
route books of the tour of the Barnum show were 
issued for 1871, its first season as a wagon show under 
W. C. Coup’s management, and the following year. 
1872, when it was put on rails, but the writer has not 
seen the books. In 1873 a very neat little book of 
about 4x5 inches of 16 pages, with a cut of P. T. 
Barnum on the front cover, was put out by Richard A. Arnold, of the Museum 
Department, giving rosters of all departments, the program, the route and 
news notes pertaining to it. Among the prominent officials were W. C. 
Coup. general manager; S. H. Hurd (Barnum’s son-in-law), treasurer and 
general superintendent: Dan Castello, manager of hippodrome; Ben Lusbie, 
chief ticket agent: Dr. Jas. L. Thayer, chief doorkeeper. Leading per- 
formers were Signor Sebastian and son, Frank Barry and Dave Castello, 
riders: W. Aymar and Gus Lee, clowns, and John F. Batchelor, leaper. Old 
Zip, who is still on exhibition, was in the Museum Department along with 
Colonel Goshen, the giant. The show opened at the Empire Rink, 3d avenue 
near 63d street, New York, March 29, and closed in the same city on the lot 
between Madison and 4th avenues in October, after a tour as far west as 
Chicago. 

Richard A. Arnold continued the Barnum show route book up to and 
including 1876, when the “Flatfoots’—J. J. Nathans, George F. Bailey and 
Lewis June—took over the management following Pogie O'Brien's dis- 
astrous season of 1875 as manager and lessee, Celebrated performers on the 
show this year as listed in the reute book were: The world-renowned Carlo 
Brothers, acrobats; Charles W. Fish, bareback equestrian; Martinho 
Lowande and son, Tony, riders; Mile. Jeannette Watson, equestrienne; 
Jerry Hopper and George M. Clark, clowns. Joseph Withers had now re- 
placed Fritz Hartman as leader of The Silver Cornet Band. This season the 
show opened at the American Institute Building at 3rd avenue and 63d 
street. New York, April 27 to May 6, toured mostly in New England and 
New York State, closing at Gilmore's Concert Garden back in New York 
City in October. This being the year of the Centennial Exhibition, the show

Other route books of the ‘70s were several of the John Robinson, W. W. 
Cole and Adam Forepaugh circuses. There is a reported route of Van Am- 
berg's Show from 1872 to 1880 inclusive. A neat little book of the W. C. 
Coup Circus was issued for the year 1879, showing W. C. Coup, projector and 
general director; E. D. Colvin, general manager; James Melville, equestrian 
director; Frank Melville, principal equestrian, and Snow Brothers, acrobats 
Season's mileage, 6,418. 

Up until the early 80s the route books had been small and unpretentious 
but insiccordance with advances made in other circus 
printing they now began to take on a few wood cuts 
by way of illustrations, and to increase in dimensions 
= number of pages and in providing better covers 
There were issued about this time several good pub- 
lications for the Sells Brothers’ Circus.

In 1884 the Sells Brothers put out a great circus, a 49-car show, with 51 
cages of animals and 10 elephants. Harry Evarts, press agent and little giant 
orator, produced a very comprehensive and complete route book. The rester 
shows the Great James Robinson, champion of all bareback riders: Frank 
Gardner, the wonderful leaper; Adelaide Cordona, Polly Lee, Annie Oakley, 
Willie Sells, Romello Bros., Bell Bros., Sunlin Bros., Leslie Bros., Stirk Family 
and many other stars. The clowns were Johnny Purvis, Ed. Neary, Charley 
Seeley and Ed. Howard. Prof. W. N. Merrick had the fine military band of 
30 pieces. The season opened April 16 at Columbus, O., and closed at New 
Orleans December 8. M. J. O'Neil was the press agent in advance and pro- 
duced material as only he could in that day. The Sells Brothers never had a 
finer show than this, which this year placed them with the big ones. 

During this time in the matter of route books the Barnum show was su- 
preme. Alvaro Betancourt, steward of the show, published for the season of 
1885 an 80-page illustrated card-board bound book, a very complete account 
and a route of the organization each year back to include 1881, the date the 
combined Barnum and Cooper & Bailey Circus took the road. Among the 
important news notes of 1885 were those of the large elephant, Albert, killing 
James Sweeney, a keeper, at Nashua, N. H., July 18, and being killed by 33

Watkins’ work marked an epoch in splendid and painstaking attainment in 
this line of publishing. He surpassed all in the

URING the 
1993. when the Barnum & 


Bailey show returned to 
America. no route books were pub- 
lished, and it seemed that the lone 
string of fine publications had at 
last ended. when another great 
compiler and author on the show 
made his appearance in the persor 
of Charles Andress, the legal ad- 
juster, who brought out a first-class 
book for the combined seasons of 
1903 and 1904. Mr. Andress, in ad-

official and performer. possessed the 

ability of a clever writer and expert photographer. Barry Gray compiled the 
route of 1903. which was incorporated in Mr. Andress’ book of 1904, The size 
was 6%x10% inches, and the pictures, press work, paper and general makeup 
were the last word in fine work. Mr. Andress presented a great publication 
in 1905. which in addition to the regular features, offered a monograph on the 
historv of the circus from ancient time by H. F. Clarens, and a series of 
reminiscences of old circus life by Peter Conklin. The energetic Mr. Bailey 
took the show on its first trip to the Pacific Coast this year and scored a 
great triumph. 

The special features were so acceptable by the purchasers of the 1905 book 
that Mr. Andress was encouraged to bring out in 1906 what is generally con- 
sidered to have been the best single route book ever produced in the history 
of the circus. This book was about 7x11 inches, bound in rich morocco leather, 
with gold stamping and edges, and contained in conjunction with all the usual 
features and beautiful half-tone illustration a gallery of pictures, with de- 
seriptive articles of practically all of the great American circus men, includ- 
ine Levi J. North. General Rufus Welch, Lewis B. Lent, Dr. G. R. Spaulding, 
Seth R. Howes, I. A. Van Amburg. Dan Rice, Adam Forepaugh, George FP. 
Railey. Stone and Murray. and dozens of others. Contributors of other special 
articles were Pete Conklin. Charles H. Day, Louis E. Cooke and Barry Gray. 


In 1907 the Andress publication was, as far as is known, the last route 
hook ever issued for the Barnum & Bailey Show. Mr. Bailey died in 1906, and 
WW. Cole was again managing director, being associated with J. T. Mc- 
Caddon in control of the property before it passed to the control of the 
Ringling Rrothers that year. This book was well gotten up and up to the 
general standard set by Mr. Andress. It contained the route for five years 
(1893-1907) 

Charles Andress is now. and has been for a number of years, living in re- 
tirement from circus life at Great Bend, Kan., and superintending his fine 
farms in that vicinity. In his long and successful career as a showman he 
can certainly in his reminiscences take great satisfaction in the splendid 
route books he has left to his brother professionals and circus lovers’ in 
general. ® 

The history of the Ringling route publications extends over a span of about 
10 vears, between 1890 and 1900. The first was produced by Oscar H. Kurtz, 
a celebrated juggler, in 1892: a very handsome book, 6% x4 inches, of 128 
pages, illustrated and bound in leather. At this time the Ringling Brothers 
were coming fast: their equipment consisted of four advance cars and 28 back. 
A. G. Ringling was manager of Advance Car No. 1. Otto was treasurer und 
general superintendent, Henry in charge of the front door, Al equestrian di- 
rector, John railroad contractor and general agent, Charles general adver- 
tising agent and Alf T. press agent back and in charge of annex. Wm. F 
Weldon had the band, Jack Snellen the canvas, and among the performers 
were Charles W. Fish and Mike Rooney, equestrians. This book included the 
route back to 1890.

First and Only Owner To Produce Book 


N 1894 Alf T. Ringling himself produced the publication. the only case 
IJ known where a circus proprietor ever did this. Mr. Ringling added many 

features to the route books, and was assisted by the well-known Michael 
J. O'Neil, press agent. These days marked the time when the Ringlings were 
having strenuous opposition, especially from the Forepaugh, Sells Bros., Bar- 
num & Bailey and John Robinson shows, and many were the funny cartoons, 
caustic comments and amusing ‘verses in these books referring to James, 
Adam, Ephram. Phinnius and their other friends, whose motto was: “Do unto 
others as vou would have them do you, but do it first.” Other features of 
these routes were zoological descriptions, manner of transporting the show, 
getting on and off the lot, raising the tents, work of the advertising car

As an instance of the drawing power 
of “name” attractions, the Alabama 
State Fair, held at Birmingham, last 
year added to its original program

Elephants, with the result that it plaved 
to capacity audiences every day of the 
week's engagement. 


Old Hippodrome Show Means Noth- 
ing to City People 


IST secretaries, especially of the 
M State fairs, are beginning to 

realize that the old Hippodrome 
show means nothing to the city people. 
If the fair secretary will check uf on 
attendance at the gate he will learn 
that the majority of people paying 
there are from the rural districts, theécity 
people preferring to go to the thea- 
ters for the reason that they know the 
etandard of entertainment by its name 
and the class which their local theater 
has week in and week out. Therefore 
the secretaries are beginning to realize 
that in order to sell their fair to the city 
patronage they must book their attrac- 
tions on the same quality basis as their 
local theaters do. 

Of course, they do not care to play 
acts which have been played in the 
theaters previous to their fair. And 
they also want sensational acts which 
would be impossible to play inside the theaters, 
such as high-pole, flying and other acts of this 
description. 

Among the acts which have been furnished 
fairs, which have attracted many people who 
otherwise would not have attended and which 
are known to the; general public fer their en- 
tertaining and drawing power are “Poodles” 
Hanneford, Robinson’s Elephants, Flying Cado- 
nas, Rae Samuels, Harry Snodgrass, Power's 
Elephants, Ebenezer and Ernie Young’s Revues. 


Revues and Spectacles

ously and artistically illustrated with a view to 
popularizing the book both on and off the show. 

A- combined book for 1895 and 1896 was the 
largest in size ever issued, 14x10% inches, with 
146 pages. W. D. Coxey, Barry Gray, Wm. Van 
Cleve and Warren A. Patrick all contributed, but 
most of the material was written by Mr. Ringling. 
In 1895 the circus went into Boston. Among the 
features was Liberati'’s 50-piece concert band, with 
the following soloists. Sig. A. Liberati, cornet; Sig. 
FE. A. Lefeber, saxophone; Sig. Gianuonni, eupho- 
nium, and Sig. Leopardi, flute; surely the grandest 
musical organization ever assembled under a cir- 
cus tent. Needless to say the Boston engagement 
was a complete triumph for the Ringling Circus 
in new territory. The show now had a 440-foot 
big top, a menagerie of 24 cages, 16 elephants, a 
splendid performance, and the most perfect busi- 
ness organization in circus annals. 


The 1897 Alf T. Ringling’s book shows the open-

Perhaps these 
events will some time be chronicled in a series of 
articles or a book by someone competent to do it 
and fill an important gap now existing. 

Alf. T, Ringling, in addition to his other great 
qualities, will be remembered for his fine press 
writing and route books. 

The old Adam Forepaugh Show was fittingly 
represented by good route books. The one of 1889 
by John FE. Boyle, press agent, covered the events 
thru the last season before the death of Mr. Fore- 
paugh. The one of 1892, by Daniel E. Brogan, 
secretary, -and P. S. Mattox, press agent, was 
especially commendable, being a fine cloth-bound 

book of many pages and_ showing 
the complete route for each year back 
to and including 1884. During ‘892 
J. A. Bailey and J. T. MeCaddon were 
the owners; R. C. Campbell was the 
general agent; Henry Barnum, superin- 
tendent; Charles R. Hutchinson, treas- 
urer; W. C. Boyd, railroad contractor. 
W. K. Peck had Advance Car No. 1, and 
there were three other such cars. Wm. 
Kelly and Wm. Oldknow had the canvas, 
Jud Welb the train, Geo. Arstingstall the 
menagerie and George Ganweiller the 
band. James B. Stowe was equestrian 
director. Some of the leading performers 
were Wm. F. Wallett and D. Castello 
Loughlin, riders; The Rosarios, brother 
act; Josie Ashton, equestrienne; Will 
Delavoye, John L. Manning, Bliss Bros., 
Harry Wentworth and Ed.

Corey also issued others The book of 
1900 was unusually attractive. 

The Walter L. Main Circus was always 
represented by good route books, and is so even 
today. In 1892 Charles H. Bragg put out a fine 
one of 50 pages, with morocco binding. Edward 
Arlington produced one of 196 pages in 1894, with 
fine illustrations. Jess Worlen and Ed. C. Knupp 
fdllowed with one the next year,which gave the route 
back to 1886, when the Main Show had 25 wagons, 
then 40, 60, 99 and 120, until 1891, when it became 
a railroad show. : 

The John Robinson Circus has had a long line 
of well made up and written rosters, 
Doc Waddell and others. Those of 1886 and 189° 
were notable. The book for 1899, the 75th anni- 
versary of the circus, was an exceptional publica- 
tion, which gave a most complete history of thr 
circus from its founding in 1824 by the first John 
Robinson. That vear showed Governor John F 
tobinson, proprietor and manager; Gil Robinson, 
director of advance; Robert D. Stickney, assistant 
manager; Charles C. Robinson, layer out; John 
Lowlow, clown.

TO INDEPENDENT FILM EXCHANCES 


Statement of Frederick H. Elliott Hits at Carelessness in Buying 
Pictures From Unestablished Producers Who Are Often 
Unable To Deliver Product 


EW YORK, March 13.—An admonition to independent motion picture exchanges 
that they are placing themselves in the path of business suicide by buying 
films from producers or distributors who are not established an’ reputable, 
keeping exhibitors awake nights as a result of failure to deliver the pictures con- 


tracted for, is contained in a statement 
general manager of the Independent Mo- 
tion Picture Association of America and 
sent to every member of this organization. 

Mr. Elliott, ever on the alert to better 
conditions, is aiming at the abolition of a 
trade abuse that has caused the 
downfall of innumerable independent 
exchanges and brought with it hard- 
ships to exhibitors who have relied on the 
failing exchange for pictures they never 
received. 

For the purpose of protecting the in- 
dependent exchange and the exhibitor who 
is its support, the former are warned to 
deal only with the producers and distrib- 
utors who are in a position to carry out 
their season’s programs, avoiding entirely 
or as much as possible the fly-by-night 
firms that cannot be depended upon. 

Mr. Elliott's plan is directed, as well, 
to a cleanup in the independent exchange 
field, where small and unscrupulous ex- 
changes buy worthless pictures at a low 
cost and dump them off on the exhibitor 
who, in the last analysis, is the one that 
gets stuck, altho his disappointment at the

YEAR GIVEN TO BREAK 
MONOPOLY OF ENGLISH 
FILM MARKET BY U. S. 


London, March 13.—Protests over a 
long period in Englan@ against monopoly 
of the motion picture market by American 
firms resulted in definite action yester- 
day, when the president of the Board of 
Trade announced to a delegation repre- 
senting the éntire cinema industry of 
Great Britain that one vear will be given 
them to agree among themselves as to the 
minimum number of British pictures to be 


shown, and that if they fail to reach an 
agreement in this time a compulsory 
quota will be fixed by law 

Parliament is favorable to putting a 
bill thru immediately, according to the 
Board of Trade president. prohibiting 
block booking, which compels the British 


exhibitor to book a group of pictures or 
none at all. The film industry in Great 
Britain blames _ the quasi monopoly 
enjoyed by American concerns on this 
method of booking. 

The meeting was considered the most 
important thus far to loosen the griphold 
of the American film companies. Plans 
to furnish Government credit to enable the 
English film industry to organize on a 
more solid scale, using the money to build 
modern studios and for other purposes, 
were also discussed at the conference.

President Expresses Opinion That 
Sabbath Is Satisfactorily 
Observed in National 
Capital

Washington, March 13. Blue law 
advocates, who opened a campaign in 
Congress designed to become nationwide, 
are in for another defeat, according to 
observers here. 

Those of the Puritanical realm received 
their hardest blow Friday when Presi- 
dent Coolidge made it plain to callers 
that he favored no such regulations for 
the District of Columb‘a on the Sabbath. 


The Chief Executive is of the opinion . 
that Sunday is observed satisfactorily 
here. He expressed the view that the. 
trend of public opinion in the national 


capital and thruout the nation is toward 
liberality rather than further restrictions. 

The so-called reformers, however, were 
heartened earlier in the week by the fact 
that several members of Congress had 
become their spokesmen fn Congress in 
the drive for a no-work, no-play Sunday. 
Two of the congressmen sponsored dlue 
law measures. Hearings already have 
been held on one of them by a subcome- 
mittee of the District of Columbia 
Committee. 

It is extremely doubtful whether either 
of them will ever reach the floor of the 
House. The President’s attitude will be 
an important factor in a quick applica- 
tion of the legislative ax. Civic organe . 
izations and other representative bodies 
also have sounded the death knell for 
the blue law ideas. 

Both bills are the most drastic ever 
sponsored. Not satisfied with the radi- 
cal proposals embodied in the bill in- 
troduced by his colleague, William C. 
Lankford of Douglas, Ga., another bill 
was introduced this week by Congress- 
man Charles G. Edwards, of Savannah. 
Under the terms of either it is regarded 
as doubtful whether President Coolidge 
would be within the bounds of blue law 
propriety if he took a Sunday cruise 
down the Potomac on the Mayflower. 
If either of the Georgia congressmen had 
his way the national capital would be 
the bluest of blue on the Sabbath, for’ 
there would be no play and no work. 
There would be no theaters open, no 
public dancing, no commercialized sports 
or any form of diversion.

base. Six arms will project vertically 
from the main structure, each arm hav- 
ing a car suspended from the end of it 
that will hold from 12 to 20 people. As 
the center tower revolves on its base thes: 
arms will swing out in pairs, zig- 
zagging up and @own in a circle 233 feet 
wide at a speed up to approximately 120 
miles an hour. While the ride is in op- 
eration the circle in which the arms are 
‘traveling will be reduced to as little as 
30 feet, the change taking place in a few 
seconds.

Poor old East Lynne, the play that was 
presented for no less than 38 differeht en- 
Sagements in New York alone between 
the years 1862 and 1902 and was a hearty 
tear-stained favorite all over America for 
more than half g century, is now being 
held up to ridicule by irreverent 
Provincetowners down at the Greenwich 
Village Theater. They sport, they mock, 
they jeer and for awhile it is fun, but 
the abuse rather saddens one in the end. 
Thinking it over it seems a desecration- 
of an American institution. With plays 
like Fashion it does not matter—but 
East Lynne! 

The present production, assuredly the 
first of its kind for this dear old drama, 
is not given in the spirit of burlesque, 
but rather in the intent to poke fun at 
the piece and the theater which prevailed 
in its day. What ‘they intended to do 
they do well—but the humor is unnatural 
and therefore falls flat. A part evening 
of it is amusing, but three hours of it 
is an overdose and reacts upon its 
promulgators. East Lynne is really not 
as bad a play as this Provincetown Play- 
house art group would have us believe. 
They overaccentuate. They try to make 
even the two death scenes seem absurdly 
funny. The same emphasis applied to 
many a current Broadway success would 
bring the same ridiculous result. 

On the night reviewed the audience 
occasionally tittered or quietly smiled, but 


the real signs of enjoyment came from 
those on the stage and the sneaking 
handful of workers who stood in the 


dark at the back of the auditorium. The 
most popular moments to the paying 
guests were the entr’actes, when an ef- 
fective young lady, programed as Louise

Gold and Don't Go Out Tonight, Dear 
Father, and other most suitable ballads. 
The cast in most part does well, judg- 
ing from the viewpoint of the obvious 
desire to “kid” East Lynne and the acting 
of yesteryear. Stanley Howlett stood out 
as the arch villain, Sir Francis Levison, 
and hardly missed a point in following 
the tradition of stage scoundrels. Charles 
Fleming does nearly as well with the 
chastity of Archibald Carlyle, but he 
pitches his performance too high at the 
start and cannot rise above it when he 
reaches more important scenes. His tin- 
type poses are quite amusing until they 
become commonplace and he gets the bie 
laugh of the evening in the scene where 
he collapses over the table completely 
stunned by news contained in a long mis- 
sive which he hardly has had time to 
@ziance at. 
» Mary Blair works hard to spoof with 
her roles of Lady Isahel and the pseudo 
Madame Vine, but her efforts are less 
successful than the men’s. She is best 
in the moments when she has the stage 
to herself at the end of most every scene 
and soliloquizes on the lady’s fears and 
sins. It is a large order—to take all the 
life out of the part of Lady Isabel, to 
restrain a burlesque of emotions and 
gain a mockery. 

Edgar Stehli and Edna James as Rich- 
ard and Barbara Hare respectively pla 
their parts more honestly than the res 
of the cast and are almost convincing. 
tho perhaps a little out of the picture 
their directors have in mind. Louise 
Lorimer and Barbara Benedict likewise 
enact the two servants and are more 


as- 
suring than fynny The formal, old- 
fashioned, squa front, center stage di- 


rection, of course, brings these four play- 
ers into line so that they. perhaps un- 
fortunately, jibe with the jeers. 

Marie Pavey overdoes Miss Cornelia 
Carlyle and is unduly loud in her efforts 
to shout Indicrously into her “asides’’. 
Allen W. Nagle interprets three roles and 
has been equally miscast for all of them. 
He has to stand aside in favor of-Dor- 
othee Nolan, however. Mistress Nolan is 

buxom soubret. who has heen crowned 


with a wie of ghastiv vellow curls. 
<neezed into a velvet and lace suit and 
handed the part of Little William, the

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dear child. And Nat Lewis has contrib- 
uted a pair of opera-length sheer blacks 


to encase Little William’s overdeveloped 
lower extremities. Miss Nolan is un- 
doubtedly talented when allowed to be 


something more nearly her feminine self, 
but she certainly is open to sympathy in 
what the Provincetowners have done to 
her. And it is all so needless, because the 
resulting Little William is not funny; 
ridiculous perhaps, but not funny. John 
Moran plays the remaining role of the 
officer perfectly straight and reads his 
few lines nicely. 

Of course, the settings are of the na- 
ture of the production and likewise ex- 
aggerate the stage decoration of the last 
century, with the painted inner pro- 
scenium, the roll curtain that thumps on 
the floor with a crash to mark every 
descent, the wings with chairs and wall 
ornaments laid on with the brush, the 
scene drops of Spring and Castle Gardens, 
and all the rest of what we now call 
“atrocities”.* There is nothing particular- 
ly clever or original about the settings, 
but they are more amusing than the pro- 
duction because they laugh at the past 
only in a general way. 

James Light and Stanley Howlett have 
been most studied in staging the piece 
and the direction is carefully detailed in 
the spirit in which the production 
meant.

ing “theater”. It is something entirely 
new in drama, an experiment leaving 
behind even such radicalism and revolu- 
tionism as John Howard Lawson ha o 
far contributed. And despite the leap 
ahead John Dos Passos has taken from 
both the conventional and the current 
unconventional he has given us some- 
thing which, combined with its present 


startling production methods at the 
Cherry Lane, must prove irresistible en- 
tertainment to followers of any school. 


Some of the firstnighters seemed to 
understand what it was all about and 
gave sifms of most thoro enjoyment 


Others appeared mystified but showed 
ulmost as much enthusiasm and there- 
fore must have found a sort. of non- 
understanding pleasure. To say that The 
Moon Is a Gong will be a huge success 
and will soon be planted securely on 
Broadway would be rash, for it is so 
different that the very descriptions spread 
by those who have attended the play and 
found joy in it may scare away prospec- 
tive trade. The premise is apt to frighten. 
Mere word that others like a thing does 
not always overcome the terror of Mr. 
Average Man in newness. 

The auditors at the premiere lost some 
of the pleasure in the first three scenes 
of this Dos Pdssos piece because they 
thought they were witnessing something 
“high brow’. They grinned behind pro- 
grams and mufflers for three-quarters of 
an hour; then they suddenly realized 
they wera supposed to laugh, that it 
was not meant so deeply serious, that it 
really was the riot it appeared to be— 
and everyone let loose at once. The 
play of course is “high brow” funda- 
mentally, but it is also excruciatingly 
humorous. Dos Passos does a lot of 
protesting (without knowing exactly 
what he is protesting about), but his 
tongue is always in his cheek. He 
“slam bangs” everybody and everything, 
but he has a lovely time doing it. Ap- 
parently he points out that it is all non- 
sense, this life of ours, and he asks us 
to look at it that way, even if just for

New York, March 13.—The final mati- 
nee of the season by the students of the 
American Academy of Dramatic Arts and 
Empire Theater Dramatic School was 
presented yesterday at the Lyceum Thea- 
ter.

Then there is Nancy Baker, who brings 
a most interesting personality to the rolé 
of Lisette, a maid. Miss Baker 
piquant and charming, humorous and lov- 
ing, and almost succeeds"in stealing the 
show from Wright. who has many more 
lines than she. Elizabeth Forrester does 
as well with the part of Alida as she does 
in the role of the sly, tongue-in-the- 
cheek Kate in The Twelve-Pound Look.

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Anne Nichols To Sue 
Universal in April 


$3,000,000 Suit To Be Filed on 
Playwright-Producer’s Return 
From Florida 


New York, March 15.—The $3,000,000 
suit of Anne Nichols against the Uni- 
versal Pictures’ Corporation, alleging in- 
fringement of Abie’s Irish Rose in its 
film The Cohens and the Kellys, now in 
its fourth week at the Colony Theater 
here, will not be brought until April 1, 
when Miss Nichols returns from Florida, 
M. L. Malevinsky, of the firm of O’Brien, 
Malevinsky & Driscoll, her attorneys, 
announced today the action will be 
brought in the United States District 
Court. 

A choice morsel of evidence in sub- 
stantiation of the claim of Miss Nichols 
that Universal pirated Abie’s Irish Rose 
in the production of its picture will be 
entered in the suit in the shape of an 
advertisement of the Temple Theater at 
Geneva, N. Y., in a local paper under 
date of March 6. The advertisement re- 
fers to the picture as “the Abie’s Irish 
Rose of the screen.” 

In discussing the proposed suit with a 
reporter of The Billboard Mr. Malevinsky 


stated the inter-racial conflict, in his 
opinion, has been made incidenta! to the 
main structure of the play in the Uni- 


versal picture the same as it is in Abie’s 
Irish Rose, adding that the Aaron Hoff- 
man play two blocks away, from which 
The Cohens and the Kellys was taken, 
had not been followed one-tenth as 
closely in the film adaptation as had 
been Abie’s Irish Rose. The Hoffman 
play, produced here several years ago, 
Was not much of a hit. It was based 
originally on an English piece called A 
Pair of Spectacles and, according to Mr. 
Malevinsky, has furnished about 10 per 
= of the material for the Universal 

m. 

When asked whether Kosher Kitty 
Keliy, the film rights of which have been 
purchased by the Film Booking Offices 
for release on its coming season's pro- 
gram, would also be considered an in- 
fringement on Abie’s Irish Rose Mr. 
Valevinsky declared it would not if it 
followed the stage production truthfully 
Kosher Kitty elly, Mr. Malevinsky 
pointed out, made use of the premise of 
inter-racial conflict in its stage version 
as plays have from time immemoria!, in- 
cluding Romeo and Juliet, Hartley 
Manners’ House Next Door' and others, 
but it was not made incidental to the 
main structure. 

If, however, F. B. O. does not adhere 
to the stage version of Kosher Kitty 
Kelly and makes an attempt to capitalize 
on the success of Abie’s Irish Rose by 
making the film as similar to this play 
as Universal is alleged to have done in 
its picture, then action will probably be 
taken.

Old Tax Tickets Can Be Used, 
Internal Revenue Dept. Rules 


Washington, March 15.—Announcement 


Was made today by the Internal Revenue 
Department that theater owners and 
mangers having admission tickets on 
hand March 29, 1926, which were printed 
in a dance with requirements of the 
revenue act of 1924, may use such tickets 
for the established price printed thereon. 

It was pointed out that the 10 per 
cent admission tax after midnight of 
March 28, 1926, applies to admissions in 
excess of 75 cents, while under the 
revenue act of 1924 the tax applied to 
admissions in excess of 50 cents A 


ticket marked “established price 54 cents, 
tax paid 6 cents, total 60 cents’ may 
not be sold for 60 cents merely because 
the sum of the established price and the 
tax due under the 1924 act totals 60 
cents. 

The regulations in general in respect to 
the admission tax under the revenue act 
of 1926 are the same as the regulations 
in respect to the admissions under the 
act of 1924 except for the provision that 
admissions of 7B cents or less are not 
taxable. ; 


Injunction Dissolution Denied 


Morgantown, W. Va., March 15.—Judge 
I. Grant Lazzelle has refused to dissolve

The bill this week is consistently good 
from start to finish with no weak spots 
Al Shean, of Gallagher and Shean fame, 
now teamed with James Carson, got a 
nice reception upon his return to Broad- 
way, and was probably responsible for the 
four roawvs of standees.

Stoll Vindicates Vaudeville 


ONDON, Feb. 24.—It is real good that 
L Sir Oswald with his usual determina- 

tion has broken the 
into first-class business and that with a 
regular vaudeville program. The story 
goes that after the heavy losses on some 
of the revues after the Bing Boys, etc., 
when Sir Oswald not having a stop-gap 
revue ready or the offer from any pther 
syndicate (and remembering the trouble 
with the Bernard Hishin show, thought 
he would keep open with vaudeville. He 
called his lieutenants to him and they 
worked out the probable cost. Came the 
stage requirements and Sir Oswald queried 
what would be the mimimum. A figure 
was mentioned but this was far and away 
too much. It was something around the 
two to three thousand-dollar mark—Just 
for renovating some scenery—but the 
story is he allewed the stage department 
to spend up to $500. It was well and 
judiciously spent and as the thing grew 
and was tended, so the Alhambta stage 
department is now the best in London. 
“Team work”, that’s what Stoll calls it, 
and they all work well in the presentation 
of the program. George F. Reynolds, 
the manager, is looked upon by all as the 
man who by his personal supervision has 
steered the show thru to the stage of now 
paying a 15 per cent dividend and with 
piling up a big reserve fund.

Cabaret Work in the Provinces

The very best 
cabaret in the provinces is run by the 
Midland Hotel, Manchester, which is

There gre no 
res. ictions and all that is expected of 
th .o is that they do their work ef- 
Sic.cntly, do not “glad-eye” the visitors 
ana behave as little ladies. That they 
do is apparent as they have the full 


resnect of the staff and when a staff 
respects fellow employees it’s a sign sure 
that things are okeh. Besides all this 
they get paid $20 weekly and neaffy half 


of this goés into the bank every week. 
The girls are more than content, and of 
course they are far better off than 
thousands of their fellow workers in the 


chorus-dancer line and much better than 
other cabaret girls in London who have 
to live at home and in digs. The striking 
point to us was their entire appreciation 
of the courtesy and attention they are 
getting, and as one girl told me: “It seems 
too good to be true—it seems more like 
a dream.” 


The Midland Hotel, Manchester 
Many American acts know this hotel 
intimately. It is the only hotel in Man- 


chester where the tip-toppers congregate. 
It generally has some of the touring staga 


folk staying there, while it is the 
rendezvous of all the managers and 
agents of repute when in or near Cot- 
tonopolis. In the pantomime season 
you'll meet ’em all. For example, at the 
moment of writing we can see Julian 


Wylie, Ernest Edelsten, Jack Edge, Jesse 
Jacobson, Adele Raymond, Rodney Hud- 
son and his wife, Stella Maris, Guy 
Lathom, B. Cochran, Archie Parnell, T.

They have one of the most unique acts it 
has been our pleasure to sit thru in many 
weeks, an act that would make a good 
flash for most any bill. The routine is 
quite variegated and the act is beautifully 
mounted. 


A special semi-transparent curtain, 
patent-leather trimmed, opens after a 
song by the young girl in one to reveal a 
beautiful black velvét cyc. with rhine- 
stone decorations spotted all over it, sev- 
eral cockatoos and an ordinary parrot on 
the stage. The girl does a toe dance and 
then introduces her father, who does the 
clog he did with the minstrel troupe; the 
son comes on for a brief bit in trick soldier 
costume, being assisted by the parrot and 
a trained dog which dies when shot at. 
Then comes another dance by the girl, 
after which the son introduces the mother, 
who helps him put over a song. Then the 
girl does a number, her mother and 
brother painting pictures on two white 
hearts on the cyc., using colored rags for 
paint. The father returns and he and 
the mother do a modified Charleston, get- 
ting a big hand. 


For a close, during a song, the cyc. 
parts in the center and the girl appears 
suspended from a wire, posing with a 
white trumpet in her hands. Some beau- 
tiful white pigeons are released and perch 
on the trumpet as the curtain comes down. 

This act was billed as From Polka to 
Charleston, It sure is something different. 
Ail the costumes are beautiful, particu- 
larly the old-time white satin minstrel 
suit of the elder Worden. All four mem- 
bers of the family appear to be talented 
and present their act to excellent returns.

Style—Shadow novelty. Setting—Special 
screen, full stage. Time—Ten minutes. 
Chassino calls his act “humorous 


shadows of himself”. It is 10 minutes of 
real novel entertainment of an exceeding- 
ly high caliber in its own particular field. 
He uses a screen on an iron frame with a 
special light placed a few feet back of 
it, and is assisted in the handling of props 
by a woman, but does all the shadows 
himself, using both hands and feet and 
producing on the screen camels, elephants, 
cats, monkeys, birds, fowl, crabs, men, 
women, marionets and Punch-and-Judy- 
like figures. 


In the early part of his act he works 
with his hands alone. After about four 
minutes he takes a bow and then stages 
a little comic bit with the aid of a prop 
miniature house, having a man walk up 
to the door, ring the bell; & woman look 
out the window and then admit him; 
after he enters another man comes along 
but is not admitted. The way this bit is 
handled produces quite a few laughs. 

Following this Chassino lays flat on his 
back on the floor and proceeds to produce 
more shadows, this time using both hands 
and feet and producing statues, what to 
us seemed to be stone fountains, em- 
bellished by birds and other objects. He 
certainly presents this novel offering neat- 
ly and with a fine display of showman- 
ship, getting a big hand from the audi- 
ence at the conclusion of his act. It was 
spotted to open the show the night re- 
viewed and made a strong opening.

How To Arrange for the Symphonic 
Dance Orchestra, a new 200-page volume 
by the noted composer and arranger, F. 
Henri Klickmann, has just been published 
by Jack Mills, Inc.

He has not 
only composed popular hits such as

New York, March 13.—Due, no doubt, 
almost entirely to the Lenten season, busi- 
ness in cafes and hotels thruout the city 
has been at an exeeedingly low ebb dur- 
ing the past fortnight. All along the line 
this depression was noted, with the city’s 
hostelries hit hardest. 

Rumors of a new one o'clock closing 
edict hit Broadway again this week, and, 
on top of the slump, left the “cab” pro- 
prietors somewhat punch drurk. The ex- 
citerent started when Federal Judge John 
«<. Knox, sitting in Federal Court, laid 
down four conditions under which he 
might permit the Belgrade Restaurant, a 
Madison avenue eatery, to escape a pad- 
lock. The conditions were: 

The establisment to close regularly at 


a.m. 

Visitations by court officers and Federal 
wents to be at all times permitted with- 
out hindrance, 

The management to put its foot down 
on hip-flask toters and prevent them from 
producing or drinking from their con- 
tainers 

The management to refrain from selling 
accessories (ginger ale, mineral waters, 
etc.) for the use of persons desiring to 
mix or drink their own, and to prevent 
violations of the Volstead law by persons, 
including patrons, in the restaurant. 

Owners of several places put themselves 
on record as resenting the Judge's condi- 
tions, declaring that the threat of the pad- 
lock for any casual violation opened a 
wide door to blackmail, and that ¢he pad- 
lock was becoming a weapon amounting 
to confiscation.

A strike of the stagehands in the Ma- 
jestic, La Petite, Riaito and Lyric thea- 
ters in Kankakee, Ill, scheduled for last 
Saturday, was averted by a _ settlement 
of the controversy between the manage- 
ment of the houses and the Musicians’ 
Union, which threatened a walkout. On 
request of the musicians the International 
Alliance instructed the local union at 
Kankakee to serve notice on the theaters 
that the stage employees would go out 
March 13 with the musicians unless the 
matter was adjusted. 


A road call, placing the State Theater, 
Kingston, officially on the “unfair’’ list, 
as been issued by the Alliance to take 
effect immediately. The house has been 
operating on an open-shop policy since 
last fall when discord arose between the 
Kingston local and the Central Labor 
Rody, which was favoring the managers, 
it was alleged Since that time it had 
been anticipated the controversy would 
be straightened out and the un'ion men 
reinstalled in the house, which plays 
vaudeville, but efforts in this direction 
have proved futile. 


Assistant President Harry Sherman, of 


the International Alliance, who is per- 
sonally handling the appeal for a new 
trial for Harry L. Hoffman, Staten 
Island operator, now serving a 20-year 


sentence at Sing Sing Prison on a charge 
of murder, announces slow progress is 
be'ng made in the case.

Nugent seems in utter sym- 
pathy with the characterization, and his 
hesitant manner, together with his 
physical appearance, ideally suit a con- 
vincing portrayal. 


Ruth Nugent, as an unsophisticated 
country girl, turns out to be his long- 
neglected daughter in the theme, tho far 
from that as his daughter in the real.

The hardy, perennial Blossom Time is 
just as fresh, tuneful and beautiful today 
as it ever was despite the large number 
of operettas that have bloomed since the 
story of Schubert's life was first set to 
music by Sigmund Romberg. The pres- 
ent troupe, just in from the provinces, 
sings the piece with the zest that one 
would expect on a first engagement. 

Wiliam Danforth, drafted at the last 
minute to play the role of Kranz, steals 
the show from everyone else with a 
droll, sly, humorous charaeterization of 
the old court jeweler with the celebrated 

“suspicions”. Of course the part is a 
fat one, but Danforth is even better than 
the part and gives a superb perform- 
ance, especially in the inebriate scenes. 
Franz Schubert is given the usuai seri- 
ous, sympathetic touch by Knight Mac- 
Gregor, whose singing of the Song of 
Love duet with M.tzi is still the vocal 
high spot of the show. Beulah Berson, 
a lovely golden-haired miss with a golden 
voice, sings the role of Mitzi with ap- 
parently no effort. Her speaking tones 
are, however, not quite so satisfactory, as 
she measures her words too carefully.

Credit in Chicago Largely Due to Judgment 
and Acumen of Ralph Kettering 


Chicago, March 11,—The splendi 
cess of the Ascher Stock pte ne dhe 
the Chateau Theater, and the splendid 
Start that the other Ascher Stock Com- 
pany has made downtown in the Adelphi 
Theater, has started Ralph Kettering to 
digging backward into stock history in 
Chicago, He finds that the Adelphi com- 
pany is the first stock company to enter 
the Loop since 1907. In that year Dave 
Hunt had stock in the old Chicago Opera 
House. Nobody has worked harder to 
bring back the halcyon days of stock than 
has Ralph Kettering. It has been almost 
his one great aim. 
_It was the clever press work of Mr. 
Kettering in the early days of stock in 
Chicago, in the nineteen hundreds, that 
peipes to make more than one stock 
amous, 

For several years Kettering has con- 
tended that stock was coming back. But 
it takes money—and plenty of it—to put 
on a stock company that can compete 
with the best New York shows. Mr. Ket- 
tering had too much else to do to give 
all of his time to stock revivals and others 
who had the time were inclined to side- 
step. It remained for Mr. Kettering to 
persuade, not dramatic managers but film 
managers, that stock would make money 
in the Chicago field again. The Ketter- 
ing judgment has proved sound and the 
Ascher boys are making money on his 
judgment. The Aschers will probably have 
two more big stocks in Chicago, one on 
the west side and another on the south 
side, this season.

“But there is a ‘new repertoire’,” says 
Mr. Champlin, “and my ambition is to have 
my company stand out by presenting the 
best metropolitan successes at popular 
prices and assuring patrons renditions of 
these great successes by mounting each 
play with complete scenic and electrical 
equipment.” 

Professionals know that to hold records 
for house business in nearly all the cities 
in which they play means that success is 
with the man they work for, and it is 
by knowing this that actors and actresses 
of the highest caliber are glad to be as- 
sociated with a successful, organization, 
for it means to the sensible actor a long 
season, all week-stands, no layoff and 
salaries that are better than the majority 
of the high-priced attractions pay. 

Many actors have shunned the idea of 
a repertoire engagement just as at one 
time they shunned the idea of working 
for motion pictures. They seemed to be 
afraid it would hurt their standing, that 
it would lower them in the eyes of the 
public, when if they only knew it, it 
takes actors of real merit to hold down 
a good repertoire engagement. The sensi- 
ble repertoire actor saves a lot of money 
during a season of say 42 weeks, while 
the average actor of the high-priced 
shows is hunting the agenofes for that 
Broadway engagement that so seldom 
comes 


ed 


It was 27 years ago that Mr. Champlin 
started out with his own company of' 12 
people, playing the small towns. His 
ideas of conducting a repertoire company 
soon bore fruit, and after his second year 
he commenced to break house records for 
week’s business at popular prices.

ONDON, Feb. 26.—A minor slump has 
5 set in thruout theaterland and there 

are reports of several pieces coming 
off. I should not be surprised to hear 
Student Prince was among this 
number. At any rate, rumors are already 
afloat as to its successor. 

For the first time in several weeks no 
American play figures among West End 
first-nights of the week. The only Lon- 
don event of any prominence was the 
presentation on Sunday night by the new- 
formed Venturers’ Society of “Edward 
Wilbraham’s” daring domestic comedy, 
Wet Paint. “Edward Wilbraham” is, it 
may be remembered, Lord Lathom, and 
the many friends of this popular theater 
fan were surprised at the brilliance of 
characterization, dialog and construction 
of his very “modern” comedy. I hear 
that several managers have been after it, 
but it would appear that the attitude of 
the censor is likely to be a determining 
factor in the future of Wet Paint. Lord 
Lathom has other plays, both finished and 
on the stocks, and we shall undoubtedly 
see and hear more of the new dramatist- 
peer before long.

The Vaudeville 


On Tuesday the reconstructed Vaude-

Sear’s new revue, R. S. V. P., which the 
proprietors of the theater, J. M. and R. 
Gatti, are presenting at the Strand house. 
During the last few weeks the place has 
been completely gutted and rebuilt, and 
the auditorium now contains many more 
seats, every one of which has an unin- 
terrupted line of sight of the whole stage. 
The new revue, which has the ever popu- 
lar Bobbie Hale as its leading comedian, 
includes a ballet by Archibald de Bear, 
with music by Norman O'Neill, entitled 
Alice in Wonderland. There are also to 
be burlesque items, including Worse- 
than-any-Mary, in which Robert Hale 
makes three characteristic appearances. 
J. H. Roberts, the finished and witty 
comedian of many fine parts in West End 
“straight"”’ plays, has joined the cast for 
de Bear’s new venture, and seems quite 
at ease in revue. 

I note that, according to a press an-

The idea of reviving some of the 
excellent sketches and numbers which 
should have longer life than merely one 
revue affords has, indeed, often been dis- 
cussed by C. B. It may be that de Bear 
has profited by the hint thrown out by 
our premier revue-producer. 


Kaiser and Dukes 


As a prominent member of the commit- 
tee of the Stage Society and also a skillful 
translator, Ashley Dukes, author of The 
Man With a Load of Mischicf, has done 
a great deal to introduce contemporary 
Continental drama to the English theater 
He has translated some plays by Ernst 
Toller and George Kaiser which have been 
more or less experimentally presented.

This 
will undoubtedly prove one of the most 
interesting events of the present season 
so far as straight drama is concerned. 


Brevities 

The ballad-opera, Mr. Pepys, a West 
End visit of which I forecasted when it 
was first produced at the Everyman a few 
weeks back, is to be brought to the 
toyalty to follow Sean O’Casey’s success- 
ful play, Juno and the Paycock. Dennis 
Eadie has made arrangements with Alan 
Wade, George Carr and Raymond Massey 
for this transfer, and, after the run of 
Mr. Pepys, he proposes to give us a taste 
of the amusing French medical farce, 
Doctor Knock. In this piece Eadie will 
play the title role, a part which should 
give his unique talent as a character 
actor full sway 

By the way, James Bernard Fagan has 
a straight play on the subject of the 
famous diarist which will be presented 
in due course in London. The Pepys 
period should certainly lend itself to 
amusing dramatic treatment by modern 
Enelish authors. 

Not content with producing English 
plays in French at the Savoy, Robert 
Courtneidge will shortly house Bernstein's 
popular drama, The Thief, at the Strand 
house, with a company of French actors 
and actresses. 

H. C..M. Hardinge has dramatized his 
novel, A Bow! of Red Roses, and the 
adaptation under the title of The Bue 
Way will be produced by Anthony Prin- 
sep at the Globe, with Margaret Banner- 
man in a strong leading part. Prinsep 
has also acquired the English rights of 
Alfred Savoir’s new comedy, Un Homme. 

Heather Thatcher, for some years as- 
sociated with the Winter Garden Theater, 
has now joined up under Andre Charlot’s 
banner.

Burlesque Graduates on Broadway 


Producers of Burlesque Circuit Shows Worried Over Graduation of 


Principals From Burlesque 


to Broadway---Are Now 


Planning To Comb the Tab. Field 


New York, March 13.—During the past 
few weeks there has been an increasing 
wail heard from franchise-holding and 
franchise-operating producers of circuit 
shows due to what they, one and all, 
acclaim a constant and consistent’ raid 
by producers of Broadway musical come- 
dies and agents of vaudeville on bur- 
lesque. 

They claim that never in the history 
of burlesque have so many principals 
graduated into musical comedies, vaude- 
ville and Broadway supper clubs. 

Former choristers with personality plus 
talent and ability who haven't been given 
the opportunity to advance themselves 
into principal roles have abandoned bur- 
lesque with its $30 weekly for more lucra- 
tive and congenial employment in Broad- 
way revues and carabets. 

The graduation of talented and able 
principals and choristers from burlesque 
has left producers in a quandary that is 
becoming more distressing daily, for in 
many instances principals having con- 
tracts yet to be fulfilled are making over- 
tures for release, and lately some have 
walked off shows cold on the theory that 
many producers are not in a financial 
position to take legal proceedings to force 
the fulfillment of contract. No one famil- 
iar with conditions in burlesque will dis- 
pute the undeniable fact that it is verg- 
ing on chaos. 

Due to the lack of available principa!s 
and choristers prior to the opening of 
the current season several producers 
combed the colored field of theatricals 
for talent to utilize their equipment of 
Scenery, gowns and costumes for the 
opening of the regular season. That 
patrons welcomed the innovations of new 
material and new faces has been evi- 
denced by the profitable patronage given 
Hurtig & Seamon’s presentations of 
“4-11” and Lucky Sambo, two all-colored 
companies; Ed Eb. Daley’s Rarin’ To Go, 
and Jack Reid's Black and White Revue, 
two-part white and colored companies, 

Hurtig & Seamon, in association with 
the Hillside Amusement Company, have 
played to big business with Bringing Up 
Father. irons & Clamage have another 
big business getter in Mutt and Jeff. 

The late Arthur Pearson produced and 
presented a phenomenal box-office at- 
traction in his Powder Puff Frolic by 
going outside of burlesque for some of 
his talent. 

The Columbia Amusement Company, 
thru its casting agericy conducted by Ike 
Weber, is trying to secure suitable acts 
to be featured as added attractions to 
many of the shows now on the circuit. 

To the best of our knowledge there are 
only three agencies in this city special- 
izing in burlesque, but they seldom if ever 


Zo scouting into the so-called “sticks”, 
where innumerable actors, never hereto- 
fore seen in burlesque, can be had for 


an engagement that will enable them to 
be seen in the larger cities. 

Granted that it costs time, labor and 
money for scouts to seek out these de- 
sirable actors, the time is now at hand 
when it must be done if burlesque is to 
continues its enviable position of 
being the most stabilized form of the- 
atricals with 35 consecutive weeks’ book- 
ings for more than 70 shows en tour

Tab. shows are conceded to be the 
school of burlesque and it’s to the gradu- 
ates of tabs. that burlesque looks for the 
upbuilding of its fast-decreasing ranks. 
To mention any one of the tab. graduates 
who have made good in burlesque during 
the current season would be an injustice 
to the many, for never before have we 
seen so many as we have this season. The 
country at large, especially in the South 
and West, is full of tab. shows in which 
talent and aptey is obtainable, yet this 
fertile field as been practically 
untouched by many producers of bur- 
lesque. 

Granted that tab. talent is desirable 
in burlesque and obtainable the fad 
should not be overdone. 

We have reviewed burlesque shows in 
which we didn't find one familiar face. 
This is an imposition on the popular 
burlesque and places the tab. players at 
a disadvantage with the patrons. 

In considering tab. people for burlesque 
presentations, it will be well for tix 
producer to fill the vacancy caused by 
the exit of popular principals into other 
forms of theatricals by the promotion of 
second comiques to principal comiques 
and put a tab, comique in as cocomique. 
An entire company of new faces and new 
material may be a welcome innovation 
in some houses, but patrons resent the 
entire elimination of their old-time fa- 
vorites whose chief asset to presentations 
is their personal popularity with regular 
patrons. 

Last season we suggested in these col- 
umns that amateur nights in several 
houses on the circuits could be supple- 


mented by professional try-out nights, 
with the house manager and company 
manager reviewing performances and 


sending in a report to the main office of 
the circuits where they would be available 
for producing managers. | 

This method was tried ‘out in the city 
but it miscarried for the reason that it 
was mismanaged. Further, New York is 
not the spot apropos for a review of this 
kind. Buffalo, Chicago, Detroit, Kansas 
City, St. Louis, Louisvijle, Pittsburgh, 
Washington, Baltimore and Philadelphia 
should prove logical and practical for 
professional tryouts for the reason that 
those cities are the favosite rendezvous 
of tab. people in general.

Would-Be Reformers 
After Burlesquers 


New York, March 13.—The would-be 
reformers of burlesque are out in full 
terce breaking into print with their oft- 
repeated denunciation of this popular 
form of theatricals. 

During the past two weeks many of 
these self-esteemed moralists have called 
upon the local police to close theaters in 
which burlesque is being presented. In 
several instances managers of theaters 
and performers alike have been arrested, 
haled into court, held in bail and the 
complaints dism'ssed for lack of evidence 
to warrant a conviction, 

The Band Box Revue, a Mutual Cir- 
cuit presentation at the Empress Theater, 
Kansas City, included, it is alleged, the 
familiar auction bit, in which a girl in 
street attire is stripped of her clothes 
piece by piece until she has but little left 
over her union suit. Someone called the 
matter to the attention of the local 
authorities and it resulted in the arrest 
of Fred Sears, manager of the theater, 
and Eva Bradford, the girl alleged to 
have been stripped. They were held in 
$500 bail for a later appearance in court. 

Paul Slayer, manager of the Apollo 
Theater on West 125th street, this city, 
presenting a burlesque stock company, 
was arraigned in Washington Heights 
Court on complaint of local police, who 
allege that the pictures in the lobby were 
obscene. Slayer claimed that the pictures 
in the lobby were for decorative purposes 
only and did not picturize any of the 
feminine performers of the company. 

Slayer and members of the company 
have been haled into court on several 
occasions due to previous complaints, but 
no record of convictions are available. 

Speedy Steppers, a Mutual Circuit pres- 
entation at the State Theater, Pawtucket, 
R. L., had the ban placed on its showing 
after the Monday night performance to a 
packed house. When seen in the M. B. 
\. offices I. H. Herk, president and gen- 
eral manager of the M. B. A., said that 
the ban had been lifted and the house 
reopened.

New York, March 13.—I. H. Herk, 
president and general manager, and Em-

The scenic equipment, lighting effects 
and costuming are equal to any and far 
superior to many productions on the cir- 
cult for harmonious blending of color in 
full stage sets, pictorial drops and silken 
drapes. 

The presentation follows along the lines 
of the original Peek-a-Boo with Clark 
and McCullough, including such scenes as

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Equity Meeting Adopts New Constitution 

GENERAL meeting of the members 
A of the Actors’ Equity Association in 

the Grand Ballroom of the Hotel 
Astor, New York, Monday afternoon, 
March 8, adopted with only minor changes 
the new constitution and by-laws which 
had been prepared by a committee of 
members and councilors in the last five 
months. 

At the same time a further amendment 
Was proposed which would have required 
all officers and corncilors of the associa- 
tion to be American citizens, while another 
proposition would have barred from mem- 
bership on the council anyone having a 
financial interest in any production. 

Since both of these motions were out- 
sida the scope of the present meeting, its 
ghairman, Berton Churchill, ruled that 
the regular constitutional procedure would 
have to be followed, and these questions 
when presented in accordance with the 
constitution will be considered and dis- 
posed of at a future meeting. 


Billy B. Van to Council 


Billy B. Van has been elected to the 
council of the association to fill the 
Vacancy caused by the death of Echlin 
P. Gayer. Mr. Van will serve until the 
next annual meeting. 


The English Like Their Own Ways Best 


Recent reports from London indicate 
that British audiences are beginning to 
take to the English version of The Student 
Prince. It got into the bad graces of the 
audiences by the attempt of the Shuberts 
to reserve the back part of the orchestra 
generally called the pit and to make 
it the expensive part of the house, as 
is the custom in America. 

But England for centuries has been ac- 
customed to having the pit unreserved 
and to find its cheap seats there. Finally 
the Shuberts were compelled to bow to 
custom and restore the usual order. But 
for a while critics and editorial writers 
and even the broadcasters were up in 
arms against what they termed the 
Americanization of the London theaters. 


Three Companies Collect Thra Equity 


Thru bonds placed by their producers 
with the Actors’ Equity Association three 
companies last Saturday collected $3,950 
which might or might not have come to 
them otherwise. 

The Square Crooks Company was the 
largest beneficiary, collecting $1,500; 
That Smith Boy, once Don Q., Jr., and 
before that The Kid Himself, under all 
those names collected $1,250, while The 
Honeymoon Cruise, which was brought 
back from Pittsburgh, drew $1,200. 


Again the Question of Ship Concerts 


Regarding the concerts in vogue on 
ocean steamships and which will be quite 
numerous and popular again in the spring, 
it has been ascertained by Daniel Froh- 
man, president of the Actors’ Fund of 
America, that while the seaman’s chari- 
ties are worthy organizations it does not 
seem fair or equitable that the theater 
people who make these concerts so suc- 
cessful should not receive some financial 
benefit for their own charity. 

Mr. Frohman reports that the United 
States Lines, which include the Leviathan, 
Roosevelt and Harding, have been loya'ly 
and generously sending to the Actors’ 
Fund a third of the proceeds. Also that 
the United American Lines, in connection 
with their Hamburg Lines, state that they 
are willing to make any financial division 
that the goncert committee directs, 

The White Star Line, however, writes 
from England that the commanders of 
their vessels may exercise their own dis- 
cretion in dealing with the representation 
of any passengers as to any moderate 
percentage for the actors. 

But opposed to giving any share of the 
proceeds to the Actors’ Fund are the 
French and German lines, Cunard Line, 
the International Mereantile Marine 
(which includes Red Star, American Line, 
Atlantic Transport, Leyland). 

It is, therefore, entirely up to the mem- 
bership of the dramatic and vaudeviile 
profession when asked to participate 
in such conce€s to request the committee 
than one-third share from their services 
and efforts should be sent to the Actors’ 
Fund, or use their own judement to re- 
fuse to participate if the officers refuse 
their request. Where it is agreed and 
approved, it would be very simple for a 

member of the profession to “O. K.” the 
purser’s report of the receipts, a copy o 
which could be sent to the Actors’ Fund. 

It is hardly necessary to call the atten- 
tion of professionals or those interested 
in the theater and its people of the justice 
of the claim in behalf of the needy Actors’ 
Furd of America. : 

Equity can only repeat that the council 
has pledged the support of its member 
rs’ Fund, and reminds 
that when they are ap- 
ched for appearances in theses chips’ 
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concerts they should stipulate that a part 


of the proceeds must go to the Actors’ 


Fund of America. 


What Happened to Miss Martan 
In an article which appeared on page 


6 of The Billboard of January 39 the 
writer, endeavoring to drive home the 
point that it was never wise to tinker 


with the Equity Minimum Contract, made 
it appear that Nita Martan, fhru her own 
insistence on the inclusion in her contract 
of a clause designed to further protect 
her interests, had actually waived $700 
which had been guaranteed by the Equity 
contract. It was further intimated that 
she had made herself liable to discipline 


for having weakened the minimum con- 
ditions laid down by Equity. More de- 
tailed information which has since been 


produced has cleared Miss Martan of any 
intention of waiving protection afforded 
by Equity. 

It was conveyed to Miss Martan that 
the special clause which waived the guar- 
untee provided those who are engaged 
more than two months in advance of a 
production had received the approval of 
Equity and permitted her discharge dur- 
ing the probationary period without pay- 
ment of two weeks’ salary. 

Miss Martan’s error was in accepting 
that statement without verifying it at 
Equity headquarters, but it was an error 
of judgment and not one of intention. 

Actors and actresses should learn from 
this and other examples to consult Equity 
direct in any transaction which affects 
the printed form. But Equity would not 
like to see Miss Martan blamed for de- 
liberate evasion of her duties as an Equity 
member. She has been more than pun- 
ished by the loss of her salary.

Tessa Kosta in Song of the Flame at the 
iith Street Theater, New York (see 
enter of the res ), ils an American ac- 
tor and son of a theatrical family. Wil- 
liam Webb, director, is his father, and 
Dollie Davis, leading woman, is his moth- 
er. He was born at Staten Island, N. 
Y but spent most of his youth in 
Colorado, where his parents were located 
in permanent stock for a number of 
years. He was educated at Trinity 
School, New York, and at Lehigh Uni- 
versity, Lehigh, Pa. He cut his college 
education short the second year to run 
iway and become an actor. 

Mr, Robertson grew up under the shel- 
ter of the theater, but did little acting 
is a boy until he was 18. He had the 
‘dvantage of good schooling and moved 
about more or less as actor families do. 
In that way he came to Broadway a well- 
groomed and cosmopolitan young man. 

When Robertson was singing in Wild- 
flower (1923) a Western actor told me 
I was sure to like him and not to miss 
him I was “speech” hunting at the 
time and found that my Western friend 
had picked a good speaker, as well as 
singer, in Robertson. In calling on him 
to ask him “where he was frum,” I found 
him a keen observer and good talker on 
the subject of #poken English. In conse- 
quence, whenever we meet down the 
“Way”, we usually exchange a word or 
two about words and word worries, and 
one day we got to talking about Profes- 
sor Woolbert! 


“So long as we laugh when we are 
joyful and weep when we are sick and 
sorry, so long as we flush with anger 
or grow pale with fear, so long shall 
we thrill to a golden sunset, the cadence 
of an air or the gloomy spaces of a 
cathedral,” Ethel D. Puffer, The Psychol- 
ogy of Beauty. 

The “thrill” of artistic satisfaction ob- 
tained from a golden sunset, or a poem, 
or a play, is due to the muscular ten- 
sions and relaxations—the balanee and 
harmony of these tensions, their tone— 
produced in the body of him who beholds 
the sunset or the art object. Every sen- 
sation of sound in the rhythm of poetry, 
prose or symphony reacts in diffusive 
waves of nervous energy. This is the 
“word in the body”, created in some 
criginal impulse and lived over again in 
memory In telling a class the other 
day that all real words are connected 
with an arm, hand or leg movement a 
woman in the class questioned such a 
statement In Tennyson's Breck, Break, 
Break, she said, how could that be? 

An answer that illustrates the case 
was taken from Sydney Greenstreet’s 
acting in The Student Prince. Mr. Green- 
street as Lutz is asleep in his easy chair 
at the opening of act two. His eyes are 
closed and body relaxed. A turret clock 
trikes one. Lutz quivers in his chair 
ind his eyes twitch and open. He sleeps 
again The turret clock strikes two. 
\gain the quiver and the stirring in the 
hair, then again repose The turret clock 
trikes three and four and five, and each 
vibration of the bell vibrates in the 
iuman frame of Lutz. Perhaps as long 
is Lutz lived, whenever he heard a turret 
clock, his body imitated the impulses of 
that five-o'clock bell on that particular 
morning. That is the arm, hand and leg 
movement of the bell In the turret clock. 
Such also is the bodily shock or vibration 
of the waves, the imitation of which ex- 
la'ns the “break, break, break” of 
ennyson’s poem. A similar process is 
repeated in any work of art. Ina strain 
f music, for instance, “it is the balance 
of nervous and muscular tensions and 
relaxations, of yearnings and_ satisfac- 
tions, which are the subjective side of the 
beauty of a strain of music.” 


The sense of beauty is therefore a 
‘natter of muscles. A thing is beautiful 
thru its harmony with the conditions 
offered by our senses, primarily of sight 
ind hear'ng, and thru the harmony of 
the suggestions and impulses it arouses 
w'th the whole organism.” Tt is the 
balance and harmony of these bodily 
imitations’ of the form which renders 
the final judgment on the object's em- 
bodiment of balance and harmony. A ca- 
thedral is not beautiful because it is a 
ithedral, and a violet is not beautiful 
he ause it is a violet, but each is beauti- 
ul insofar as it produces a muscular 
response of balance, ai “self-complete 
unity of experience, of favorable stimula- 
tion and repose.”

of fusion that exists between the self- 
personality and the object it beholds. 

It so happens that self-forgetfulness, 
or loss of the sense of personality, is one 
of the ideal states of human experience. 
The religious enthusiast and the wor- 
Sshiper of beauty “lose themselves” in 
ecstasy, so also does the thinker and ar- 
tist and layman lose himself in his high- 
est_periods or states of illumination. 

The feeling of personality is found to 
be a sense of relativity: “The self at a 
given moment of consciousness is felt 
as one group of elements which form a 
background of consciousness as over 
against another group of elements which 
form a foreground.” When the self 
adapts Itself to new conditions it is con- 
Scious of the motor changes of adapta- 
tion. It is conscious of itself as back- 
ground and of its new surroundings as 
foreground. Lutz was conscious of the 
turret clock striking five because he as 
background wanted to sleep and the tur- 
ret bell as foreground wanted him to 
wake up. In the consciousness of Lutz 
there were two possible objects of at- 
tention, himself and the bell. 

_ If a straight line connecting two points 
is made to represent this “twoness” of 
things it is easy to see that the “twoness” 
disappears when the line fs no 1] ger 
needed to connect the two points. en 
background and foreground make an in- 


relating to be done or a “transition” of 
adjustment to be made. “The feeling of 
personality is po longer present and there 
results a feeling of complete unity with 
the object of attention.” 

As this page is calling attention to 
“the word in the body” from as many 
angles as possible, the following quota- 
tion from Puffer is given for its general 
value as well as for its particular ap- 
plication to the “unity” of an art object 
and to the unity between the self-back- 
ground and object foreground that pro- 
duces the ecstasy of self-forgetfulness : 


“Aesthetic feeling arises in the con- 
templation of a beautiful object. But what 
makes an object beautiful? To go fur- 
ther back, just what, psychologically, does 
contemplation mean? To contemplate an 
object is to dwell on the idea or image 
of it, and to dwell upon an idea means 
to carry it out incipiently. We may go 
even further and say it is the carrying 
out by virtue of which we grasp the idea. 
How do we think of a tall pine tree? By 
sweeping our eyes up and down its length 
and out to the ends of its branches, and 
if we are forbidden to use our eye 
muscles even infinitesimally then we can- 
not think of the visual image. In short 
we perceive an object in space by carry- 
ing out its motor. suggestions; more 
technically expressed by virtue of a com- 


dissoluble unity there is no longer a 


plex of motor impulses aroused by it; 


Guy Robertson Answers Woolbert 


Reply to “Woolbert Rags Stage Diction” in Last Week's 
Billboard 


HY does Charles Henry Woolbert make such an emphatic statement 
that simply because “a certain pronunciation is of the stage” it will 
never be taken up by the American public in general? Simply be- 

cause an actor speaks clearly and distinctly in order to be understood, 
necessarily laying great stress upon having every syllable heard, Mr. 
Woolbert condemns his form of speech and champions the ignorant polyglot 
of hastily constructed and spoken English used by the American public in 
general, regardless of their geographic habitat. He goes further to use 
this same public as a criterion in the statement that the pronunciation of 
the stage is artificial. Clear diction, with the ability to make one’s hearers 
understand, according to Mr. Woolbert, is necessarily artificial. That the 
American citizen will never learn the English language thoughtfully seems 
to me to be a stupid admittance of a learned man furthering continued 
ignorance ! 

Another defense of the forms of speech used by the actor is the fact 
that every pronunciation which in the smallest way may lead to discus- 
sion will be settled by the director referring to the same and the best 
dictionaries used outside the theater or to some person whose acquaintance 
with the world enables him to speak with reasonable authority. There- 
fore all authorities must be “illusion” if Mr. Woolbert’s contention is true. 

Mr. Woolbert seems to be of the opinion that actors assume a form 
of speech that must be different. How can this be possible? The authors 
of plays would have fits! 


“Why pronounce your words in that manner? 
“Remember the people out front who have paid good money to hear and 
understand you!” TI have heard these two remarks time and time again. 
Perhaps Mr. Woolbert is convinced’ that at the theater we speak dif- 
ferently than we do at home. This is possible only when an actor speaks 
in a character dialect. Many uncultured actors try to assume a cultured 
“accent”, but to my knowledge they seldom succeed in the cultured part. 
They go on playing hicks, detectives and other roles calling for no great 
respect for the English languace If the speech of the stage were arti- 
ficial, it would be assumed by these actors I speak of, but they invariably 
fail in their “illusion”. I know many actors, good looking, graceful in 
stature and carriage, well trained in technique of acting, who will never 
get beyond mediocrity in their quest of honor merely because they have 
carelessly overlooked the all-important fundamental of learning to speak 
correctly. These same men are trained mimics, and yet they cannot 
mimic the established purity and refinements of the English language! 
No, Mr. Woolbert, the language of the stage is neither “illusion” nor an 
artificiality. It is well founded in its genuineness. 

The every-day American rarely thinks how he sounds when he talks. 
The actor must think of this! 

The tenor of the statement'about the West burlesquing the forms of 
speech in an educated theater brings the cultured speaker under con- 
demnation, regardless of his geographic station. I have heard English 
spoken in Tucson, Ariz., that was just as cultured as the speech of a well- 
trained actor. All this burlesquing idea reminds me of a ragged urchin 
in the street who ridicules a gentleman in top hat and cutaway. Accord- 
ingly, then, we should all become ragged urchins. From time immemorial 
the uneducated man has ridiculed the man of education. To do away with 
this it is necessary to educate! From Mr. Woolbert’s viewpoint, how- 
ever, this is impossible. The American public will never adopt a form of 
speeeh that is not “common”. I should indeed be shocked to find this 
true, because it would mean that American methods of education are a 
dismal failure. English is English regardless of what forms some people 
try to put upon it 

“There can be no absolute in tastes.” Again I take exception. When 
you dine, Mr. Woolbert, what you use as implements are used thruout the 
nation—knife, fork. spoon, etc. Isn't this custom an absolute in tastes? 
When you are dining at a table and a lady joins you you rise. Isn't this 
an absolute in the manners of a gentleman? Only education, Mr. Wool- 
bert, can bring about absolutes in taste. The man who doesn’t rise to the 
standard under the foregoing conditions lacks education. He has never 
been taught the rudiments necessary to the absolute in tastes that all 
gentlemen are taught. You say “men are free to choose.” If men are 
schooled properly they are not free te choose their manners, nor should 
they be their speech. They should follow some more highly established 
form. This freedom you speak of, Mr. Woolbert, is the cause of America’s 
general disregard of gallantry and gentlemahly conduct. Today there are 
few men who know the rudiments of gentlemanly bearing simply be- 
cause they choose to be otherwise and unfortunately get away with it! 

“We have no cultural capital.” Here you are right, Mr. Woolbert! 
Nor are we likely ever to have one so long as the educators of the country 
so easily admit defeat!

Contemplation Is inner imitation.” = 

Now this line of “twoness”’ breaks 
down when the balance and unity of the 
object foreground is so entrancing that it 
inhibits all tendency to movement outside 
its own completeness. This balance of 
impulses that shuts out all movement 
outside the closed circle is called aesthetic 
repose. “The true aesthetic repose is 
just that perfect rest in the beautiful 
object which is the essence of the loss 
of the sense of personality.” To put it 
more mildly tranquillity of the backe 
ground is the condition of self-absorption 
or a closed crcle of outer activities, 

“The tension of those mutually 
antagonistic impulses which make bale 
ance and so unity, and so the conditions 
for loss of sense of self, clears the way 
for tasting the full savor of pleasure in 
br ght color, flowing line, exquisite tone 
Sequence, moving thought.” 

I remember seeing The Great Adven- 
ture, by Arnold Bennett, dur’ng my first 
visit to London. I was giving eager ate 
tention to the play when a piece of busi- 
ness acted on the stage caused an Eng- 
lishman sitting near me to jutp around 
in his seat and exclaim under his breath: 
“No person in the world would do that 
sort of thing.” This man’s tranquillity, 
not to mention his aesthetic repose, was 
put into violent clash and self-conscious- 
ness by a piece of business that entirely 
broke his motor rhythm in watching the 
play. Many of us would jump out of 
our seats if we went to the theater for 
self-absorption in “flowing line, exquisite 
tone sequence, moving thought". We 
to the “show” expecting as many kin 
of transitions in “twoness” as the play- 
wright or director or individual actor 
chooses to impose upon us. 

The Unchastened Woman, by Louis K 
Anspacher, at the Princess Theater, New 
York, was to me a play within a show. 
Mr. Anspacher has written into his play 
a comic servant and a good deal of con- 
ventional business of a stock pattern— 
something to get a laugh. 

To start out like a heretic in this mate 
ter is to say that Rita Romilly gave 
me my best self-forgetfulness in coming 
near to the Sanbury side of the story, 
and Henry Mortimer was my most tran- 
ouilizing interpreter of the Knollys fam- 
iiy. I got a good view of Mrs. Knollys 
(Miss Cooper) thru Mr. Mortimer’s eyes 
and an absorbing interest in the whole 
situation thru Mrs. Sanbury (Miss 
Romilly). Violet Kemble Cooper and 
Morgan Farley failed to fuse with the 
play or with me at any rate to any 
reasonable extent. 

Miss Cooper in herself is an art ob- 
ject. In figure, grace of dress and 
stylization of person, in clear voice and 
distinctness and smartness of speech she 
is a unit. And so she impressed me most 
of the evening. I never missed a look 
of her or a word of her speeches, but 
of the inward subtlety of a cunning wom- 
an “dreaming” of a conquest and 
manipulating people to her designs I got 
only the final result, crisp, visible, daring 
and always striking. What I missed in 
the cunning behavior and mentality of an 
unchastened woman became an emblem 
of gold against a highly contrasted back- 
groand. Miss Cooper’s fine sense of 
stylization stood out too boldly in this 
particular play with a consequent loss 
to the flow of line and balance that be- 
longed to the play itself. 


Mr. Farley was too much a boy in 
appearance to play this man’s rt, and 
his identification with boy characters 
gave too much superficiality to his comic 
business and little depth to his under- 
standing of the conflict between ambition 
and loyalty to himself in the part of the 
artist. In all this contrasty exhibition of 
woman's ways Miss Romilly always rang 
true—stage business and all—and Mr. 
Mortimer gave poise to the sequence of 
situation. Margaret Douglas did her 
part with a keen sense of proportion 
notwithstanding that the part is some- 
what highly drawn. Arthur Hughes gave 
a total impression of sincerity in the 
dramatic character of Krellin. Like Miss 
Romilly, Josephine Hutchinson — sub- 
ordinated herself to the innermost inter- 
est of the play. 


The application of the principle of 
aesthetic repose can be made to all things 
connected with the theater, from the play 
itself to the directing of it, to the actor 
in his speech, and in his relation to his 
lines and the other characters. When 


the actor is “fighting” his lines or “ficht- 
ing” his audience, or complimenting him- 
self on the fact that he is conscious o! 
giving a good performance, the man ‘n

When planning for production the 
selection of a suitable play is a hard 
problem for the new group. Hardly a day 
passes without some well-known director 
of an established group receiving pleas 
for advice concerning play selection from 
organizing gro. Advice of this kind 
s difficult to give, since it is necessary 
to take into consideration the types of 
personnel represented by the group and 
ts audience, their likes and dislikes. The 
soundest advice that the director of an 
established group can give the new or- 
Zanization, based on long experience, is 
“Choose the play liked best by your 
players, the play that they understand 
and can play intelligently.’ He then ex- 
plains to the inquiring organization that 
publishers will be glad to send them free 
catalogs of plays for consideration, 
knowing well that the splendidly come- 
piled catalogs will prove a friendly help- 
ing hand in the matter of play selection. 

One of the most important steps to be 
taken by the group which has organized 
is the appointment of a _ play-reading 
committee. This committee, to function 
perfectly, must be composed of. repre-

sentative types of the group, individuals 
from different waiks of life. A chairman 
is appointed who will look after such 


details as sending for catalogs, plays and 
setting the time for meeting (depending 
on the convenience of members of the 
committee, of course). After the com- 


mittee has read a number of plays which 
it deems suitable for production it is 
wise to call a general meeting for the 


purpose of reading the plays to the active 
members (those comprising the inactive 
membership or audience being excluded 
for obvious reasons). After plays have 
been read and discussed (and don’t be 
discouraged if several meetings are 
necessary) a ballot should be taken to 
determine the plays to be produced on 
the first bill. It may be needless to 
Suggest that it should be the duty of the 
chairman of the play-reading committee 
to occasionally remind the meeting that 
it must, in voting for plays, bear in 
mind the type of audience to be enter- 
tained. 

Another gentle reminder which the 
chairman of the play-reading committee 
should not hesitate to make is that the 
group is an infant and must drink milk 
before eating meat, must learn to creep 
before walking. It is better to choose 
plays of the utmost simplicity and play 
them understandingly than to attempt 
to stagger blindly thru an ultra-highbrow 
type of play involved in theme and 
calling for technical skill in acting and 
production. Consider the type of short 
story that pleases the public. It is usual- 
ly about the everyday problems of life. 


There are hundreds of beautifully 
written playlets deaiing with simple 
themes. And oftentimes it is the simplest 


playlet that pleases most. Evidence of 
this is the two vehicles used by the 
Dallas Little Theater in the National 
Little Theater Tournaments. both of 
which won the trophy. These vehicles 
were Judge Lynch, pointing out the in- 
justice of lynching, and The No ’Count 
Boy, an episode of negro courtship. 
Further evidence is the demand for the 
Carolina folk plays, presented on tour by 
the Carolina Playmakers. They tour the 
State taking to the mountain and other 
folk playlets about their own lives, tra- 
ditions, superstitions, tragedies and com- 
edies, Avoid the fantastic and involved 
and you will be emulating fhe successful 
short-story writer who strives to please 
the masses and succeeds. 

Barrett H. Clark, in his book, How To 
Produce Plays (Little, Brown & Co., Bos- 
ton), backed by a wealth of actual ex- 
perience. writes:

siderations. In the English-speaking 
countries there is often studied avoidance, 
by amateurs of all ages, of so-called

vastly more difficult for amateur actors 
to perform than other dramatic works. 
While it is a splendid thing to believe 
no play too good for amateurs some 
moderation is necessary where a play is 
patently beyond the mental and emotional 
powers of a cast: Hamlet ought never 
to be attempted, nor such subtle and 
otherwise difficult plays as Three Sisters 
of Chekhov. Plays of the highest merit 
ean be found which are not so taxing as 
these.

Electra, Euripides’ Alcestis, or the com- 
edies of Lopez de Vega, Goldoni, Moliere,

On Margery Book 


Member of Investigating Group Gives Bill- 
board the Facts 


*The pamphlet recently issued by the 
supporters of “Margery”, the ‘Boston 
medium, which purported to contain an 
exact transcript of the official notes of the 
sittings last summer in the unofficial in- 
vestigation of the medium by Harvard 
professors, in reality is modified thruout 
and does not contain important sections 
of the notes, it was revealed last week. 

Grant H. Code, formerly an assistant 
in English at Harvard University and 
now teaching at the University of Dela- 
ware, showed a verbatim report of the 
investigating group, of which he was 
a member, to a Billboard representative 
last week and pointed out whole pages of 
it which had been omitted in “Margery’s” 
pamphiet. 

One of these omissions is an observa- 
tion in the official notes of the next-to- 
the-last sitting by Hudson Hoagland to 
the effect that he had seen sqmething that 
appeared like a right leg working the 
apparatus during the seance. 

The Harvard professors also charge the 
bodily omission in the pamphlet of the 
last four and one-half pages of the of- 
ficial notes. These omitted pages, it was 
shown, include the following observations 
on the ‘ast seance: 

“Dr. Shapley further reports that dur- 
ing the trance the psychic freed the 
fingers of her left hand from his grasp 
and appeared to be using them to assist 
in the production of phenomena. Code 
reports a similar freeing of the psychic’s 
right hand during trance and a rather 


more extensive use of that hand in the 
production of phenomena.” 
The conclusions to which the group 


came as a result of the investigation are 
also included in these four and a half 
omitted pages of the official record. 
Among these conclusions was one “that 
neither the methods nor the phenomena 
are evidence of a supernatural or super- 
normal force at work”. Code said further 
that one of his signed letters, printed in 
the pamphlet as evidence by “‘Margery’s” 
partisans, has been mutilated in such a 
Way as to change the meaning of his 
statements. 

In commenting upon the matter last 
week The New York World said: “It ap- 
pears that ‘Margery’s’ partisans have 
omitted from their pamphlet that part of 
the record wherein Prof. Hoagland re- 
ported that he had seen something that 
looked like a leg. Why didn’t Professor 
Hoagiand reach out and grab a big toe? 

“Tn our opinion, the stage setting 
adopted by ‘Margery’ had a professional 
look on the face of it. But if the profes- 
sors took all this psychic paraphernalia 
in solemn seriousness, they deserve what 
they are now getting.”

When Houdini returned from Pennsyl- 
vania recently and again played New 
York City, this time at the Bronx Opera 
House, his show, while substantially the 
same as it was when showing at the 44th 
Street Theater at the close of his ex- 
tended Broadway“*run, revealed a few 
changes which seem to have made a good 
two-and-a-half-hour mystery entertain- 
ment even better than before.

Capital's Medium Bill 
Reported as ‘‘Indefinite”’ 


The Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia, who seek drastic legislation to 
put clairvoyants, palmists, phrenologists, 
astrologers and other types of fortune 
tellers out of business, last week re- 
ported to the Senate District Committee 
that Senator Copeland's bill, introduced 
recently, framed to accomplish the same 
purpose, was too “vague and indefinite” 
to be effective. 

It is the belief of the Commissioners 
that the business of fortune telling has 
a stronger hold in the District of Colum- 
bia than in perhaps any other city in 
the country because of the character of 
Washington's population and to the 
sagacious methods employed by the 
mystics. They are out to break that hold 
and, to do this, they would impose fines 
and jail sentences up to $250 and six 
months for violations of their own pro- 
posed measure.

Heralding the Approach of Summer Bring 
Many Inquiries Relative to 
Vacation Resorts 


Since establishing the hotel directory 
in The Billboard we have built up a 
Bureau of Information relative to hotels 
that has proved a great aid to showfolk 
in gereral in locating desirable stopping 
places while en tour, 

During the summer we are overrun with 
inquiries from our readers seeking in- 
formation relative to summer resorts 
where desirable hotel, boarding and room- 
ing-house accommodations can be had 
at reasonable rates by the day, week or 
month, and what outdoor sports are 
available for guests. Many of the in- 
quirers specify that due to midsummer 
rehearsals and play dates in and around 
New York they can only indulge in week- 
end trips. As we personally are in a 
similar position, we combine business with 
pleasure and try out many of the sum- 
mer resorts within 50 miles of New 
York, and give a descriptive weekly re- 
view of the places as we find them. 

Chief among the places visited by us 
last season were Atlantic City, Asbury 
Park, Atlantic Highlands, Keansburg, 
Fair Haven, Red Bank and Lake Hopat- 
cong, N. J.; Great Kills, Staten Island; 
Freeport, Bay Shore, Patchogue, South 
Hampton, Lake Ronkonkomo, Brentwood- 
in-the-Pines, Oyster Bay, the Rockaways 
and Long Beach, Long Island: Rye 
Beach, Lake Mahopac, Catskill and sev- 
eral other towns along the Hudson River 
and down the bay. 

At many of the hotels visited by us last 
summer we found outdoor sports avail- 
able, such as boating, bathing, fishing, 
tennis and golf, but few, if any. of the 
hotels had anything to offer in the way 
of indoor sports during stormy weather, 
except dancing, and many of the smaller 
country hotels did not have dancing, due 
to the lack of musicians. We personally 
know of several hotels in the Catskills, 
Adirondacks and the Berkshire mountains 
and have heard of many others that em- 
ploy professional @ntertainers, but it has 
been our experience in the smaller hotels 
that theatrical guests furnish their own 
entertainment, many of them carrying 
musical instruments with them on their 
sumer vacations. 

Recent investigations convinced us that 
tfrere is a big field open for theatrical 
professionals laying off during the sum- 
mer to accept engagements at the larger 
hotels as social directors, staging various 
kinds of indoor entertainment and acting 
as instructors in such outdoor sports as 
fishing, boating, swimming, tennis and 
golf, for theatrical professionals in gen- 
eral are adept at such _ sports. The 
feminine members of the profession can 
also be included as hostesses 

Hotel guests always welcome the ac- 
quaintance of theatrical professionals; in 
fact, the theatrical atmosphere is a s rong 
magnet that draws men and women «alike. 

With the approach of summer we are 
planning to send out a questionnale to 
many hotels situated at near-by sv omer 


resorts that will aid us materially in »nak- 
ing our Bureau of Information relative 
to summer hotels an indispensable factor 
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in saving our readers time, labor and 
money in making personal inquiries tha:

IS week the Spring Special Num- 
ber—the herald of the outdoor 
amusement season in this country. 

So thoroly has it become established 
that many show peonie have been heard 
to remark frequently spring would not 
be the same without it. The March 
literary treat is the way others have 
referred to it. 

When one compares the early num- 
bers of this annual edition with those 
of late years, only then can he fully 
appreciate what marvelous progress it 
has made—what a remarkable institu- 
tion it has grown to be, 

The size and circulation in its early 
days were meager—very meager—but 
as years passed the edition grew and 
tadually took on weight and impor- 
nee. And with greater circulation, of 

came greater earnings—and 


BUSINESS PROSPECTS 


1 Rigen prospects for, summer amusements are, on the whole, bright 


enough to encourage confidence in a profagable season. 


Altho the 


collapse of the stock market a few weeks ago has given speculative 


business a little setback and caused many to temporarily adopt a policy 
of watchful waiting, the rapidity with which the market is recovering 
indicates that the “smash” was nothing more nor less than a periodical 
event, necessary to overcome an inflated bull market, and it will have 
little effect on the solidly established prosperity of the country. 

From the outdoor amusement man’s standpoint, as a matter of fact, 
the market crash may even have beneficial effects. The sharp setback 
to speculative overconfidence may leave more mongy in the public’s 
pockets for spending purposes—or, to put it another way, more persons 
will be carrying money around because they are hesitant about investing 
it, and as long as a person has money ‘in his pocket there is a chance 
that he will spend it. 

Building activity has shown some decline since the first of the 
year, and steel has just about held its own, but weekly business sum- 
mary by the National City Bank of New York reports that, “taking trade 
and industry as a whole, it is evident that the volume measures up to 
unusual proportions. Bank debits outside of New York, which are 
perhaps the best single measure of the country’s trade, are running 
larger than ever before at this season, railway shipments of factory 
products are likewise above all previous records, and factory employ- 
ment is at a high level. Despite the large total of business and the 
considerable speculation that has taken place in securities and in real 
estate in some sections, the speculative spirit in commodities continues 
conspicuous by its absence. Commodity prices, on the whole, have 
shown a moderate downward tendency. Speculation feeds on fears of 
shortage, and at present there is little apprehension of shortage in most 
lines. Industrial capacity appears equal to, if not in excess of, any 
demands likely to be laid upon it; the railroads are equipped for prompt 
deliveries, and labor supplies, thanks to the great increase in her capital 


output, have in general been ample for all needs.” 

Then there has been a great improvement in agricultural buying 
power, while the purchasing power of labor wages was never higher— 
the biggest proof of thig being reflected in the records being made by 
the mail-order houses, chain stores and department stores thruout 


the country. 


Therefore, since no new factors have come to light that would 
necessitate the revision of any reasonable hopes regarding the year’s 
business, and with the different branches of industry in better adjust- 
ment than they have been for years, the outlook is promising enough. 

Optimism also is reflected in the plans of amusement park man- 
agers, who are installing much new equipment in anticipation of a 
prosperous season, and the circus and carnival folk are as confident 


as ever.

Kansas City, Mo., March 13.—The ap- 
of W. O. Burkey, manager of 
» Admirel Theater here, for a writ of 
prohibition to restrain the Joint Board 
f Arbitration from rendering decisions 
in film disputes was denied by the Jack- 
on County Court of Appeals, and Burkey 
nlans filing a similar application with the 
Supreme Court of the State, declaring he 
will not relent in his fight to bring the 
matter to a head. 

His fight comes as a result of a dispute 
with Famous Players over film that 
burned in his theater recently. He con- 
tended the poor condition of the print was 
responsible for the fire, while Paramount 
held that the burning of the film was due 
to carelessness on the part of the operator 
at the Admiral. 

The case was brought before the arbi- 
tration board, but no argument made, as 
Burkey challenged the eligibility of Ben 
Blotcky, Paramount branch manager; 
Moe Levy, Fox's branch manager, against 
whom he has a $15,000 damage suit pend- 
ing, and Joe Levy, Warner Bros.’ branch 
manager, to sit on the board for the dis- 
tributor side on the ground they would 
not be unprejudiced. Refusal of the board 
members to vacate their seats resulted in 
Burkey’s recourse to the Jackson County 
Court of Appeals 

In discussing his plans to take the mat- 
ter to the Supreme Court, Burkey stated 
that both he and his attorney are of the 
opinion the arbitration clause in the con- 
tract is not only in violation of the Mis- 
a statutes, but is unconstitutional as 
weil. 

He is quoted as having made the fol- 
lowing statement:

New Jersey Theater Owners 
Want Non-Theatrical Units 
To Wait a Year for Films 


Newark, N. J., March 13.—In order 
to protect the exhibitor of the State 
of New Jersey against non-theatrical 
organizations, including churches, 
schools, amateur societies and the like, 


from showing pictures in competition 
with the theaters, the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners’ unit here has 


unanimously adopted a motion to take 
steps for protection 

An effort will be made to restrain 
non-theatrical units from obtaining 
film for at least one year after its re- 
lease, the exhibitors believing the pic- 
tures, often shown free by non- 
theatricals, should exhaust themselves 
in legitimate runs before being made 
available. 

Action will go forward to this end 
in the shape of a bill, it is expected, 
sponsored by the M. P. T. O. of New 
Jersey. Its passage would reduce the 
non-theatrical situation, described as 
a menace in this State, to an insignifi- - 
cant minimum, it is believed. 


EXHIBITORS WARNED TO 
PAY CLOSE ATTENTION 
TO PLAY-DATE CLAUSE 


New York, March 13.—Theater owners 
thruout the country who are members of 
the Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America are exhorted by Joseph M. Seider, 
business manager of the organization, to 
lodge complaints with national headquar- 
ters without delay if they encounter hard- 
ships in connection with any of the new 
clauses in the now uniform contract, a 
Seider lays particular stress in his mes- 
sage to the exhibitors on the clause in 
the new contract which has to do with 
availability of play dates, considered the 
most important of all from the theater- 
owner standpoint.

Musical Comedy Film 
Rights Latest Stunt 
Of Screen Producers 


New York, March 13.—The motion pic- 
ture rights to vaudeville acts will be ob- 
tained next, if the advertising and 
exploitation value is high enough, accord- 
ing to the way producers are descending 
on the speaking stage for material. Hav- 
ing given the dramatic stage a fair 
cleaning this season, the producers are 
turning to musical comedy, chiefly for the 
value of the titles and the “runs” the 
shows have had. 

One of the first musicals to find its 
way to the screen was Irene, which 
finishes a two-week run at the Strand 
tonight. The quality of the picture in no 
way deserved being held over. Following 
the adaptation of Irene, First National, 
which put out this picture, has just 
bought the rights to Lady Be Good. one 
of last season’s hits. They paid $19,000 
to the producers, Aarons & Freedley, and 
have already made a bid for the screen 
rights to Tip-Toes, their musical comedy 
current at the Liberty Theater. 

It is generally conceded in exhibitor 
circles as well as by film observers in 
general that the average musical comedy 
is worthless for screen purposes except 
insofar as the value of the title is con- 
cerned. which has come to mean precisely 
nothing to the average theatergoer as a 
result of the mad scramble on the part of 
the producers to “drag ‘em in” a la 
Barnum, caring little whether entertain- 
ment is provided. 

Exhibitors who have every reason to be 
suspicious against films adapted from 
musical comedies and the average stage 
production, point out that the folly of 
the producing companies in going to the 
speaking stage for its material is self- 
evident, particularly insofar as the musi- 
cal shows are concerned, for the success 
these have attained in the legitimate thea- 
ter is vested nine times out of ten in the 
music, comedy, dancing and other things 
the screen cannot afford. 


National Sunday Closing 
Law Introduced on Top of | 
Failure of D. of C. Bill 


Washington, March 13.—Following the 
end of hearings on the blue law bill for 
the District of Columbia, sponsored by 
the Lord’s Day Alliance, and believed to 
be as good as shelved. a new measure to 
bring about a “blue Sunday” for the en- 
tire country has been introduced in Con- 
gress by Representative Edwards of 
Georgia. ; 

This bill provides for the closing on 
the Sabbath of all motion picture theaters 
and other amusements of a commercial 
character, and would impose fines of from 
$10 to $100 for a first offense and from 
¢100 to $500 for a second offense. All 
eases under this law would be tried in 
police courts and subject second offenders 
to imprisonment of six months in jail. 


United Artists Announces 
Big Program for 1926-27 


New York. March 13.—United Artists 
has an ambitious program planned for 
next season, according to Joseph M. 
Schenck, who just arrived from the West 
Coast.

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Theater Owners Decry | 
New Contract Clause 


Complaints Charge Film Com- 
panies Can Raise Price of Pa- 
per and Advertising Materi- 
al To Suit Themselves 
Under New Uniform 


Contract 


New York, March 13.—Pennsylvania 
theater owners have filed an objection 
with the Motion Picture Theater Owners 
of America against the clause in the new 
uniform contract which provides that the 
purchase of all paper and advertising ac- 
cessories must be made from the exchange 
when the pictures are rented, on the 
ground that the film companies will be in 
a position to increase the cost of this 
material to suit themselves. 

Exhibitors in Philadelphia and sure 
rounding territory have already taken ex- 
ception to attempts on the part of Famous 
Players to compel them to purchase their 
paper and advertising material at the time 
the pictures are issued, and a committee 
conferr@i recently with Percy A. Bloch 
to voice an objection in behalf of the 
M. P. T. O. 

The national exhibitor organization here 
made every effort before the signing of 
the contract to have this clause changed, 
but were unable to do so, the producers 
maintaining they had made “sufficient 
concessions”. Efforts have been projected 
since with a view to revising the clause, 
but these, too, have been futile. 

The Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America, however, acting on complaints 
from their members, are to start a came- 
paign to keep the film companies from in- 
creasing the price of paper and advertis- 
ing material, and if the cost rises in spite 
of this, they will go into the fight “ham- 
mer and tongs”, according to announce- 
ment. 


Admission Tax Change 
Takes Effect March 28 


Washington, March 13.—The increase 
of the theater tax minimum from 50 to 
75 cents, provided for in the Internal 
Revenue tax bill, signed last month by 
President Coolidge, becomes. effective 
March 28, but exhibitors who have a 
supply of tickets printed to conform with 
the 1924 law which called for a tax on 
all admissions over 50 cents, may use 
them for a reasonable time after this 
date, according to an announcement by 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. The 
tickets will have to be disposed of as soon 
as possible and sold at the established 
price of admission, 

The bureau points out, however, that 
a ticket marked “established price, 54 
cents, tax paid 6 cents, total 60 cents”, 
must be sold for 54 cents and not 60. 

Exhibitors are elated over the tax cut, 
as the 75 cents’ exemption covers almost 
the entire country, including most of the 
Broadway theaters. which have been 
charging 85 cents. Credit for the exemp- 
tion is given Jack S. Connolly, Washing- 
ton representative of the Hays organiza- 
tion. who was on the job to see that the 
motion picture theaters were not for- 
gotten in the fizht of other showmen to 
relieve the legitimate branch of the busi- 
ness. As a result of Connolly’s efforts, 
the conferees of the House were won 
over to the viewpoint that it was better 
and more equitable to give relief all 
along the line than to legislate in favor 
of one class of amusements only. 


Milwaukee Company Wins in 


Appeal for Theater Permit 


Milwaukee, March 13.—The fight of 
the Colonial Amusement Company here 
for a permit to build a theater, planned 
for the lower West Side, has been won 
before the Milwaukee Building Board of 
Appeals. The case was appealed follow- 
ing refusal of Building Inspector Harper 
to grant the company a permit, holding 
that the theater would violate the or- 
dinanece which prohibits buildings higher 
than three stories above the street grad: 
in that section of the city. The Colonial 
Amusement house is to cost approximately 
$300,000.

REVIEWS OF PROGRAMS

Selwyn 
Film: ‘The Black Pirate’ 


So far as its story is concerned Douglas 
Fairbanks’ screen vehicle, The Black 
Pirate, offers little that is new; but pic- 
torially the photoplay is a gem. It is 
rather like an old piece of furniture that 
has served long and well but is made 
into something new and alluring with a 
coat of varnish and a few decorative 
touches, This is just what Fairbanks has 
accomplished. Done entirely in colors 
and treated in such a way as to give the 
scenes the appearance of a Maxwell Par- 
rish pirate painting suddenly come to 
life, the story, like the piece of furniture, 
has lost its otherwise drab aspects. The 
story for The Black Pirate was written 


_ by Elton Thomas and adapted by Jack 


It is made from the same 
formula so familiar to young folks, but 
ali kids between “10 and 70”, just the 
same, will find themselves stirred once 
more by this virile, thrilling type of yarn, 
even tho it is hackneyed, 

To say, because the story recipe is old, 
that the picture is a frost, is to be absurd, 
and to asseverate to the world in general 
and exhibitors in particular that it is 
the best ever produced is to be twice 
absurd. It’s a good deal better than the 
average special feature by a long sho 
which, coupled with the popularity o 
Fairbanks and the appeal it will have 
with the children as well as grownups, 
should make it a box-office winner, better 
than Don Q. 

The color process with this new film ‘s 
more than an experiment. It is almost 
perfection. Care has been taken in apply- 
ing the tints so that the result would 
not be garish. In fact, the film has bee 
come so soft and smooth, with the color 
taking up the sharpness of the customary 
black and white pictures, that it is strik- 
ingly noticeable in its effect on the eyes. 
This contrast is revealed in the change 
from the color scenes to the subtitles, 
which are in black and white. Captions, 
however, are much in the minority in the 
Picture. Gold, russet browns and the 
more subdued hues predominate in the 
color scheme and achieve remarkable 
beauty in the many scenes showing the 
buccaneers in job lots aboard their pirate 
ship and the merchant vessels they pil- 
lage. The types Fairbanks has secured 
to represent the swarthy, bloodthirsty 
pirates beggar description. They are 
simply as piratical as they could be, but 
Fairbanks has been meticulous in han- 
dling the story so that some of the epi- 
sodes would not be revolting. For 
instance, there is a scarcity of human 
blood, which, if properly colored, would 
show up a bright crimson. 

The story, briefly, concerns the vow of 
@ young duke to avenge the death of his 
father, killed by pirates, He ingratiates 
himself into the buccaneer camp and be- 
comes its leader after an exhibition of 
his fighting ability, captures a merchant 
vessel single-handed, and thru a maze of 
circumstances, involving the safety of a 
girl, secures help from shore, finally 
wiping out the pirates and saving the 
girl, in whose arms he is found when the 
fadeout egrrives. Fairbanks plays the part 
of the duke in his accustomed brisk and 
agile manner. Billie Dove does well what 
little she has to do as the heroine, and 
Donald Crisp, as a humorous and friendly 
old Scotch pirate, supplies the comedy 
relief.

That the play, The First Year, from 
which the Fox film opus was made, de- 
livered the necessary punch to remain on 
Broadway for a healthy run, is beside 
the point. Like any number of stage 
offerings, also unfit for the screen, The 
First Year had something in its speaking 
form that is entirely missin in its 
cinema version. Tt may have the breezy 
dialog, the delineation of the characters, 
the manner in which the parts were 
played or something else that could not 
be imparted to the screen, but whatever 
it was the fact remains that the play 
was a hit and the picture, based on the 
Stage version, is not going to come any- 
where near it. It may make money on 
the strength of the title and the fact 
The First Year was a Broadway hit, but 
patrons are fast getting wise to that 
sort of thing and so are exhibitors who 
desire to keep their customers. 

What The First Year had to offer for 
purposes cinematic was a somewhat 
threadbare story in which is chronicled 


the somewhat uneven events in the life 
of a young couple over the period of a 
year. Its moral might be “the first 
year is the hardest”, cutting the 
axiomatic figure by, 99 annums. Matt 
Moore plays a trifle sluggishly the part 
of the misunderstood husband. Kathryn 
Perry the role of the disgruntled young 
wife obsessed with the idea she is get- 
ting nothing out of life. She gives a fair 
performance, but could have done better 
with abler direction, which, in the hands 
of Frank Borzage, by the way, is not all 
that might have been desired. For com- 
edy relief the part of the small-town 
negro maid who knew “a little of every- 
thing but washes better than anything 
else’’ provided little in the way of 
laughs, altho the scene at the d'nner 
table when she served the grub was one 
of the picture’s brightest spots. 

Stage plays that have been successful 
may look like rich material for the screen, 
and some are for that matter, but a 
large majority, unless the proper action 
is added, do not lend themselves to mo- 
tion picture adaptation. Neither do musi- 
cal comedies, but this field is being in- 
vaded by the movies too. The truth is 
the advertising value of the legitimate 
productions, not their intrinsic story 
Value, lures the movie producer to this 
field. The exhibitor who its not careful 
in booking these productions will have 
to bear from his patrons the same brunt 
of compiaint that he gives the producer 
for handing h'm such stage adaptations 
as The First Year, 

Two acts were offered in supplement 
of the movie here. Ray Eleanor and 
Michael Ball followed the theater or- 
chestra’s -overture n a musical offer'ng 
entitled A Musical Studio. The male 
member of the duo rendered— several 
solos on the cello, played beautifully, and 
his female partner offered numbers on 
the violin. It is a tasteful offering, taste- 
fully presented and entertaining in every 
respect. 

The other act was The Roots, known 
in vaudeville as The Dancing Roots. 
When the show was reviewed they ap- 
peared in one number only. a Bowery 
dance that they execute capably. A fea- 
ture of the dance is that it is routined 
in a unique manner. 


American Film Companies 
In Boycott Against Hungary 


Budapest, March 13.—Following out 
their recent threat, American film com- 
panies have declared a boycott against 
Hungary in retaliation for the restrictions 
imposed by the Hungarian government 
requiring film operators to pay 3,000 
crowns per meter of film and sponsor 
one Hungarian-made film for every 30 
of their own make. 

The boycott will become effective at 
once, Thru their distributing center in 
Berlin, American film companies have 
ordered the closing of their Budapest 
offices and the withdrawal of all pie- 
tures accepted under Hungarian censor- 
ship. 

German and French film producers are 
reported delighted at the action of their 
American competitors in the expectation 
of stepping into the Hungarian field.

Her- 
bert Williams, English Shakesperean 
jester, played his last engagement with 
this show. He died shortly afterwards. 
‘Chief’, the ‘bull’ (with the Barnum, 
Bailey & Hutchinson Show) Mr. Leahy 
speaks of, was the sire of the second 
elephant born in captivity. his ‘baby’ 
Was called ‘Bridgeport’ after its native

About Circus Parades 


By FLETCHER SMITH 


Three more of the larger circuses this 
season will dispense with the street pa- 
rade, believing from past experiences that 
it is not the money-getter expected. The 
shows in question last season started out 
without a parade and then, believing that 
it would boost business, restored it. 
Now it is said that it made no difference 
and the owners have come to the conclu- 
sion that a circus without a parade will 
draw just as.much money and a consider- 
able expense is saved by the abandon- 
ment of this feature. 

In a way the circus owner is not to be 
blamed for refusing to carry several ex- 
tra flats of parade paraphernalia, hire ex- 
tra musicians, expend a considerable sum 
for wardrobe and trappings, not to for- 
get the cost of additional stock, when it 
is possible to slip into town, put up the 
big top and the other tents and wait for 
the «-owd te come and see the show on 
the strength: of the billing or the reputa- 
tion of the organization. There are thou- 
sands who witness a street parade who 
do not go to the cireus. It also has been 
proven that. the early parade does not 
bring the crowd to the show grounds and 
it is of no benefit to the side show. Own 
ers have found that it is better to wait 
till shortly before the time to onen_the 


doors to the big show and make the first 


87 


opening on the side show when a good 
crowd has gathered. The few who patron- 
ize the early opening of the side show 
rarely go to the big show at all and 
most of them return uptown. 

The traffic congestion in the big cities 
is another argument against the parade, 
and it is a very good one. I recall an in- 
stance in McKeesport, Pa., when the Wal- 
ter L. Main Show was nearly three hours 
in getting thru the traffic jam and back 
to the lot. and the mounted traffic offi-

Many Improvements Are Being 


_ Added by Mid-City Park, Albany 


New Swimming Pool, Open-Air Dance Hall and Several Rides Are 
Among New Features---Chas. C. Morris Joins Staff--- 
Wirth-Hamid To Furnish Free Acts 


Mid-April will see a new Mid-City Park 
on North Broadway, between Albany and 
Troy, N. Y. Beulah J. Hassard, owner 
and manager, announces so many 
improvements that regular patrons will 
hardly know the capttal district’s play- 
ground when it is opened on April 25, 
according to present plans. 

In the fall an additional tract of seven 
acres adjining land was acquired, and 
a concession contract made with the 
Ackley-Maynes Company to install a 
modern swimming pool and beach, This 
work has been in progress without sus- 
pension since last October, and as _ it 
now nears completion it is apparent that 
it will be the last word in a plant of this 
kind. Every modern device is being 
installed to insure pure water and safety 
and enjoyment to the patrons. Thoroly 
modern and well-lighted bathhouses are 
topped by a large dome roof. The grand- 
Stand section will accommodate a large 
crowd and it is planned to book features 
for those who wish to look on instead of 
swim. A large sand beach joins the pool 
at one side. The pool will be named Silver 
Sand Beach. 

An entire section of the midway was 
razed last fall and the space is now occu-. 
pied by a row of new concession build ngs 
of standardized design. These will be 
lighted and decorated to a new plan. All 
have been contracted for the season. 

The Tanagra Theater building has been 
torn down to make way for a new ride, 
the Missouri Mule. This is furnished by 
the Traver Engineering Company and will 
be owned and operated by Harry Borchers 
and Harry Abele. 

Negotiations are under way for the 
installation of an Old Mill and work is 
expected to start on this as soon as the 
winter is definitely broken and the frost 
out of the ground so that concrete chan- 
nels can be constructed. 

Another concession was just arranged 
last week with the Ackley-Maynes Com- 
pany, who will install and operate a fine 
open-air dance hall. This will offer 
13,000 square feet of the best Durolithic 
dance floor and will be built and deco- 
rated in Japanese sunken garden effect. 
The space to be occupied is beautifully 
located for this purpose, being lower than 
the street level of Broadway, which is 
near by and visible from every direction. 
This is expected to be a distinct feature 
and to revive interest in summer dancing 
in this district. 

Harry Borchers is busy morning, noon 
and night with new additions to the 
Bug House.

The Truth About Waikiki Beach 


By JEAN JACQUES LE DOUTEUR 


Since my arrival in Honolulu, May, 
1935, I have frequently wondered how 
showfolks—particularly those who follow 
the amusement game thru beaches and 
parks on the mainland—picture Waikiki 
Beach. You have all heard of it, many 
of you have sung about it and not a 
few of you have seen pictures of it and 
wondered. 

Waikiki Beach is a joke! Ninety- 
nine per cent of the tourists viewing it 
for the first time are thoroly disap- 
pointed. To compare Waikiki Beach to 
the most_mediocre beach on either the 
East or West coasts is like comparing 
the Amelia County (Va.) Fair to Coney 
Island. It is not infrequently that one 
hears a stranger, standing in the “vortex 
of its teeming life’ (?), inquire blandly 
“but where is Waikiki Beach?” 


On the other hand Waikiki—eliminat- 
ing the ‘“beach”’—is sublime. It is 
magnetic, it charms, it holds, it turns a 
dyed-in‘+the-wool materialist into a rhym- 
ing poet, it makes you smile and realize 
how good it is to be alive, its sunsets, 
its moon—say, oh ye who play impas- 
sioned parts, if you want some natural 
instructions bring your costar here "neath 
the Hawaiian moon! This moon over here 
is capable of turning the statue cf a 
woman hater into an animated Cassa- 
nova: 


There you have the poet’s picture of 
Waikiki. Now let's see what prospects 
it offers to the showman. 

All told, er visitors, there are 
about 110,000 people in Honolulu; ap- 
proximately 30,000 are white, exclusive 
of the army, navy and marines, of which 
there are about 18,000. Of the latter 
12,000 of them are stationed at Scho- 
field Barracks, 22 miles from the city, 
which means that they are not frequent 
visitors to the city. 

Those figures show that to make 
Waikiki Beach into the sort of a beach 
that we of the mainland know is next 
to an impossibility. But there isn’t any- 
thing there! Not a thing but a fine 
hotel, another under construction and 
a few dilapidated frame houses! 


One is apt to find more of a crowd in 
bathing at Atlantic City in midwinter 
than here on a Sunday during the height 
of the tourist season. Of the nearly two 
miles of shore line at Waikiki there is 
not one stretch of beach that totals 100 
yards, and then it either has a stone wall 
back of it or is only a few feet from 
tip of water's edge to end of sand. There 
is just one spot, near the Moana Hotel, 
that resembles a beach, and, tho shaded 
with tropical trees, thelr roots come up 
out of the ground and make the walking

Since advancing the subject of this 
ketch to the presidency of the National 
(Association of Amusement Parks, which 
ganization has grown by leaps and

on, there has been a demand to know 
om whence came the chief executive 
<» important an organization. It was 
general y conceded at Chicago in De- 


mber, 1925, that we elevated an 
man to the command of our destinies, 
but few except his close friends real- 
zed that in our new president we had 
a farmer boy, a cowboy, an athlete, a 
hool teacher, a college president, a 


doctor of medicine and a keen, astute 
business executive. 

In 1919 he was elevated to the pres- 
idency of the L. A. Thompson Scenic 
alway Co, a two-and-one-half-million- 
dollar organization. The question at that 
time arose as to whence he came, but 
the query was not so wide in its extent 
as at the present time, since his ac- 
quaintance has extended with the influ-

He was born in the little college town 


of Albion, Mich., October 19, 1872. His 
father and mother were graduates of 
Albion Co'lege, and at the time of 
Frank's birth his father was professor 
of Greek in the college. His youth was 
one of a constant round of duties, in 
str.King contrast to the ease, luxuries 
and advantages enjoyed by the present- 


day school boy. But when Frank's father 
left the professorship to become a Meth- 


odist missionary and moved almost an- 
nually from one Western settlement to 
another Frank had more or less of a 


permanent home on the old fami.y farm 
at Albion, where at the age of 12 he 
was proud of a man’s wages during the 
summer hay harvest. Here was where 
he learned to ‘““‘make hay while the sun 
shines". He never knew a Fourth of 
July celebration until he was of high 
school age. This doubtless was a pre- 
liminary training for the strenuous 
Fourth of July which all men in the 
summer amusement park bus‘ness must 
encounter. Then, as now, every day with 
him was one of responsibilities and of 
constructive work. 

Frank was seven years old when his 
father accepted a pastorate at Elkhart, 
Ind., where Frank began his public school 
education, meanwhile working on the 
farm from April to October of each year. 
Perhaps it was destiny that brought him 
in contact with Lamarcus A. Thompson 
at his new Indiana home. Mr. Thomp- 
son was a young man at the time, and 
the super’ntendent of a large knitting 
mill, the tenor in the chuurch choir and 
Frank Daring’s first Sunday school 
teacher. Having no children of his own, 
Mr. Thompson became Frank's 
“Uncle Mare’, and from that time until 
the death of Mr. Thompson that 
relation existed even thru the interven- 
ing years, while at times they were 
widely separuted in distance only, but 
never a year passed without their seeing 
each other, and thruout the years unt'l 
they came together in New York they 
kept in close touch thru correspondence. 

When Frank was 13 his parents moved 


soon 


close 


to what was then the very crude fron- 
tier town of Sioux City, Iowa. Only on 
railroad, which was a new one, reached 
Sioux City in that day he on'y rea- 
son for the existence of the town was 
its location as the center of an Indian 
reservation and of cattle ranching, and 
here was where the cowboy experience 
was gained thru. the wholesome and 
rough life in the saddle over the prairie 
lands which were cattle ranches and 
what has now become one of the fertile 


agricultural sections of the Middle West. 
Schools were scarce, but Frank, true to 
form, did his best with the opportunities 
presented, and, ass sted by his father's 
studious habits and fine library, was 
ready for college at 16 years of age, 
The frontier preacher of that day had 
too many demands on his meager income 
to assist much in the desired college 
education, so that Frank tended furnaces 


and waited on tables to make his way 
thru the four years of college, and yet, 
as usual, he had time for the things 
worth while. Because he knew how to 


conserve his energies he found some time 
for athletics, especially football, and was 
tru-ted with the popular office of athletic 
manager, editor of the college paper and 
editor of the college annual.

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Topsfield Fair To Improve 
Ground Plans 


The Essex County Fair at Topsfield, 
Mass., in order to have a definite plan 
for the permanent location of buildings, 
drives and shrubbery, secured the services 
af A. A. Shurtleff, a landscape architect, 
who has made a survey of the grounds 
and developed a plan which will take care 
of improvements for years to come. The 
grounds are admirably located on the 
Newburyport Turnpike and cover about 
20 acres of level ground, with beautiful 
shade trees. 

The plan as developed by Mr. Shurtleff 
calls for the main buildings to be located 
around the edge of the grounds with 
center space allowing for a clear vision 
and easy access to all buildings. In this 
‘way the crowds can be taken care of 
more advantageously. Improvements have 
also been made at the main entrance and 
the secretary’s and treasurer’s offices are 
located near the main entrance for the 
convenience of exhibitors. The plans 
for 1926 call for a new building for 
vegetable and junior exhibits and in- 
creased facilities for handling cattle and 
horses, the midway to be moved to the 
rear of the grand stand. 


Worcester Planning Big Fair 


The New England Fair will be held in 
Worcester, Mass., on Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday, September 28, 
29, 30 and October 1. After holding on 
Labor Day and the three succeeding days 
for over 30 years this change has been 
made. Some of the reasons given are as 
follows: The establishment of a circuit 
of fairs in Massachusetts which will be 
worthy of the patronage of the leading 
stables and show herds of the East. It 
provides a short-ship circuit starting at 
Springfield the week of September 19-25, 


then 55 miles to Worcester for four days. 


of the next week, then 45 miles to Brock- 
ton for another full week. The advantage 
of such a circuit to exhibitors can be 
readily seen. Committee chairmen have 
been selected and Robert B. Percy, of 
Wstboro, Mass., has been nominated man- 
ager of the horse show and general live- 
stock assistant. William H. Fitton, who 
for many years has been superintendent 
of the poultry department and established 
a department which has always been a 
credit to the fair, and almost nationally 
recognized, is retiring in favor of Harold 
B. Hunt, of Holden, Mass., who has been 
Mr. Fitton’s assistant for the past two 
years. Mr. Fitton, however, will remain 
in an advisory capacity. The superin- 
tendent of the racing department has not, 
as yet, been appointed. Mr. Thayer, who 
held this office last year, is now treas- 
urer, so a new man will have to be ap- 
pointed in the racing department. Wor- 
cester is planning for the greatest year 
in the history of the fair. 


New Buildings at Butler, Pa. 


Butler, Pa., March 12.—The Butler Fair 
and Exposition, Inc., has awarded a con- 
tract for the erection of a $50,000 grand 
stand to take the place of the one ‘which 
is being dismantled. It is expected that 
work on the new stand will be completed 
in time for the automobile races May 30. 

The association also is planning to erect 
@ new floral hall and two new training 
buildings for horses. A 19-year lease has 
been secured on the grounds and it is 
planned to improve the race track. :

on the circuit co-operate in many ways 
for mutual help. Each fair reports to the 
secretary the names of all of its judges 
for the season’s fair with confidential 
comments as to the ability of each judge. 
These reports are colle cted in a bulletin 
and sent to each secretary on the circuit. 

So much for the advantages of a fair 
circuit to live stock exhibitors. Let us 
now consider other good reasons for fairs 

working together. 

If a fair conducts horse racing, it is 
important that the fair be a member of 
a racing circuit. Racing circuits are 
formed to assure horsemen of a given 
number of weeks of racing at the mini- 
mum shipping expense, provide uniform 
classes at the various meets. here is a 
large number of racing circuits formed 
by fairs and race meets. Many fairs be- 
long to no other kind of a circuit. 

Fairs that contract with carnivals find 
it advantageous to offer shows a circuit. 


For instance, some seven or eight fairs ° 


in Western Canada have been organized 
into a carnival circuit for a number of 


years. They agree among themselves to 
all contract with the same show. Then 


they are In position to negotiate to the 
best advantage. They have been able by 
reason of the circuit to contract with some 
of the largest and best shows, whereas if 
they contracted independently and divided 
their fairs among several they would get 
the smaller and poorer shows. The “Class 
A” Canadian fairs is a plum that the 
showman is glad to have fall his way. 

The high cost of transportation, the in- 
creased pay of performers and the general 
rise in the price of all material has made 
it more than ever important that carni- 
vals and night shows travel over a com- 
pact circuit. These high costs have made 
it prohibitive for the average fair to con- 
tract, for instance, with a fireworks spec- 
tacle to make a jump of 700 or $00 miles 
and back. Instead of going back, the fire- 
works spectacle must go on to another 
near-by fair. 

The circuits for a fireworks spectacle 
are worked out largely by the booking 
agents. In working out a circuit for a fire- 
works spectacie, time and distance are 
important factors and have much to do 
with the forming of a circuit. The circuit 
for one fireworks company and booking 
agency for a number of years has been 
the Iowa State Fair, Des Moines; Min- 
nesota State Fair, Hamline; Kansas Free 
Fair, Topeka; Kansas State Fair, Hutch- 
inson; Oklahoma State 


} Fair, Oklahoma 
City; Oklahoma Free State Fair, Musko- 
gee; Texas State Fair, Dallas; State Fair 


of Louisiana, Shreveport. 

This cirevit gives 10 weeks of continu- 
ous showing, as some of these fairs are 
of more than a week’s duration. This 
long engagement for the production makes 
the cost less and the production better to 
each fair than if the territory were divided. 

The advantages to a gemall group of 
county fairs in organizing will be as great 
as that gained by fairs on the circuits re- 
ferred to. Four or five fairs with inter- 
ests much in common can organize a cir- 
cuit that will be of advantage in securing 
exhibits, race entries, shows, acts and 
rides. 

The discussion in this paper has been 
devoted for a large part to the org: inizing 
of circuits for the routing of entertain- 
ment features The reason that enter- 
tainment features are given the first con- 
sideration is that the same entertainment 
can be successfully given over a route 
which includes a large number of faire 
in different sections of the country 

Not so the educational program of 
many fairs. It would be diffieult to fix 


on educational features that could follow 
a circuit from the northern wheat fields 
of Minnesota to the southern cotton and 
rice plantations of Texas and Louisiana 
and be suitable to the needs of such fairs 
and acceptable to their patrons as is the 
case with the fireworks spectacle. 

A circuit of State fairs formed for the 
purpose of fostering educational exhibits 
to be successful would be made up of 
fairs located in States with the same in- 
dustrial or agricultural interests. The 
more compact circuit would greatly en- 
hance the possibilit ies of the success of 
co-operative educational effort 

A group of fairs located in a section 
of one State and limited in number would 
not meet with the difficulties that would 
be experienced by even a number of State 
fairs. A circuit of county fairs in the 
same State will have more nearly the 
same interests, and by co-operation they 
can greatly improve and increase their 
educational features. 

It is not the province of a fair to teach, 
but it is the fundamental purpose of a 
fair to give its patrons an opportunity to 
learn, and by co-operation educational 
opportunity may be made to knock at 
many doors.

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Snakeville---the Zoo of Browns- 
ville, Tex. 
(Continued from page 126) 
unit is Pete Alamia, who has been with 


King since a boy. Two of King’s young 
sons practically oversee the large 
acreage, escort visitors over the place, 
look after the traps, and, like King 
(himself), every one of his family and 
every employee working on and about 
the grounds can handle with impunity 
the most venomous reptiles. Extracting 
fangs is a marvelous accomplishment 
This is secretly done. King has _ per- 
fected a mechanical contrivance that ex- 
tracts fangs and venom at the same 
time, cleanly and perfectly draining the 
deadly venom into vials. hen it is sold 
to the Pasteur Institute of Paris and the 


medical fraternity of the globe for cura- 
tive use in many diseases. King pre- 
pares and keeps constantly on hand, is 
never without it, his sure cure for the 
snake bite of poisonous things. Zoos 
everywhere buy from him. 


A wonderful sight bestows on the days 
when animals and birds are trucked into 
“Snakeville’. There is maintained a 
fleet of 20 trucks, and when they arrive 
from the “hunting grounds”, “freight 
depots” and “docks” (the Gulf of Mexico 
is near) the population of “Snakeville”’ 
Tealizes it immediately and the “wel- 
come” starts with hisses, animal jungle 
calls, the bark of dogs and the sounds 
and noises of beasts and fowls. 


The health of “Snakeville” is 100 per 
cent. It is considered by State, county 
and city health boards the most sanitary 
place in this part of the “Lone Star” 
State. King has a “cleansing bath” that 
is pre reptiles and beasts twice a 
week. He has a “college’’ where train- 
ing is done. For 10 years a Mexican— 
Pedro De Los Santos—has been patiently 
working with a group of rattlers try ng 
to educate them to perform. In that 
time he has half way succeeded. Two of 
them seem to know their names—*“Bar- 
num” and “Bailey’—for they will raise 
their heads and bow assent. One— 
“Hospital John’’—will play sick, show his 
forked tongue to the doctor and go thru 
the throes of dying. Two others “teeter- 
totter’ a little. The one he is endeavor- 
ing to develop into a clown snake is not 
conf¥ing on very quickly. Once perfected 
it will be the only’ trained and per- 
forming rattler ever known. A bunch of 
tarantulas are wonderfully educated. 

1ese poisonous spiders from the 
banana countries respond to their names 
and leap and turn somersaults thru 
miniature hoops and over miniature ban- 
ners, 


A herdofdeer forms the prettiest sight 
on the place. And these are being edu- 
cated to do stunts. A massive condor, 
the eagle of the Andes, arrived wheh I 
was at “Snakeville’’. Investigation re- 
vealed an injured right leg. broken badly 
when being taken a prisoner. The veter- 
inary of “reptile town” amputated the 
worthless limb and now King proposes to 
train the huge bird and make it the 
only one-legged bird performing in the 
amusement world. 

The records of the government show 
that “Snake” King pays more import 
duties than all the othér importers at 
Brownsville together. And “Snakeville” 
employs more people than all the other 
industries of Brownsville combined. 

“Snakeville’ started meek and lowly— 
a small place. At times “Snake” King 
and his family went hungry. One of his 
children practically had “manger birth” 
—was born in a stable—while now he 
has a department—a regular modern 
planing mill and carpenter shop—wherein 
is made the boxes he ships in. In the 
hard-up days, as he dubs them, he would 
beg and buy the boxes from down-town 
merchants. Packing a box with snakes, 
he’d carry it on his head to the depot 
more than two miles away and sh'p it. 
Today big trucks are almost constantly 
ym the go to and from the depot and 
iis snake and animal ranch. 

The poisonous and the non-poisonous 
snakes are separated. The former with 
their stubby, heart-shaped heads, breed 
and give birth. I saw for my first time 
two baby twin snakes—cobras. They are 
freaks, for their heads are pure white, 
with a perfect white circle about the mid- 
part of their bodies, and their tails for 
six inches are white in color. The non- 
poisonous reptiles have long, slim heads, 
lay eggs and hatch as feathered tribes 
do. I looked upon a thousand eggs which 
were soon to break their shells and give 
“Snakeville” another thousand population. 
The most freakish feature is a hen which 
hatched a dozen bull snakes and is 
mothering them nicely. 

The last remnant of the once famous 
long-horn steer is at “Snakeville”’. Its 
width of horns is nearly 9 feet, 6 inches. 
This is one of the only six “long horns” 
still in the State. 

Ground has been broken in the wooded 


part of the village and there is to be 
sunk an artesian well. ‘This is to be 
a “water hole’ in imitation of the 


“sacred water hole” of the jungle, where 
all animals, birds, reptiles and creeping 
things assemble, each taking its turn ob- 
taining a drink and doing it in “peace, 
good will and perfect harmony.” “Snake” 
King hopes to exemplify the “water hole” 
for visitors who come to “‘Snakeville” in 
future years. ‘

A carnival midway is just that—gayety 
—or it should be MADE so. 

It seems that instead of “the biggest 
show coming” being played up.almost ex- 
clusively advancegpublicity should be 
heavy on “We “Are Sringing You a Week 
of Mirth—Enjoy Yourselves on Our Mid- 
way !” 

The more the people enjoy the occa- 
sions the more expectantly and enthu- 
siastically and boostingly will they look 


‘forward to the coming of carnivals, and 


all the “my-own-interest” oppressionists 
might just as well whisper their propa- 
ganda into each other’s ears when trying 
to “keep carnivals from coming to town”. 
Particularly is this true regarding those 
“cold turkey” and auspices summer dates! 


When a carnival plays a town the fun 
on the midway (proper) is free to all 
the residents. When it plays a gate- 
charge fair the people must pay admis- 
sion before they even get a look at the 
midway—and those who can’t afford it 
stay at home or longingly look thru the 
cracks or over the fence—the very ones 
who from a Christianly human point of 
view need a little “sunshine” injected into 
their lives. That’s that for the expres- 
sion of ‘“‘can-afford-it” and self-interest 
enthusiasts who oppose carnivals playing 
in their vicinity except during fairs and

“that made a turkey out of me,” as he 
put it. He lists some of tiem as follows: 

J. H. Haverly’s Mastodon Minstrels, 
featuring Lilly Emerson, Billy Rice, Bar- 
low, Wilson, Primrose and West, Bobby 
Newcomb, Hughey Dougherty, Semvi- 
Girard and Donnelly and Barney Fagin. 
“Chewing Gum _ George” Worthington 
handied the Australian tour. Gorton’s 
Famous Minstrels, featuring Wellby and 
Pearl. Heywood’s Mighty Minstrels, 
featuring the Dashington Bros. MHarry 
Robinson’s Gold Band Minstrels, featur- 
ing his Gold Band Instruments. Beadle 
& Prindle’s Pleasure Party, featuring 
Billy DeOme, clog dancer, who finished 
with 60 back somersaults with clog 
shoes on, on a _ five-foot pedestal 20 
inches square. Those somersaults were 
done in a swing and in one minute. Bobby 
Beach, Chas. Queens, Master Haney, 
Albert Geyer and many others copied 
this act and some of them did it as good 
as DeOme. 

Oakes Bros.’ Swiss Bell Ringers, featur- 
ing Har-y Eads, the wonderful facial 
mimic. Ten years later the entire Oakes 
Show worked for me. Mr. and Mrs. 
George S. Knight in Over the Garden 
Wail. Sol Smith Russell and the Berger 
Sisters. Blind Boone, Billy Kersands, 
Tom McIntosh, Mcintyre and Heath. 
Tony Denier’s Humpty Dumpty Company. 
Geo. H. Adams’ Humpty Dumpty Com- 
peas. J. K. Emmet in Fritz. Chas. 

er in Hilarity. Gus Mischler in One 
of the Finest. Chas.L. Davis in Alvin 
Josiin. Belle Goiden’s pep show, with 
Old Mort Eppler and Charley Girtchin. 
Lillie Brown’s Jollities. Minnie Mad- 
dern (now Fiske). J. Z. Little’s World, 
Buffalo Bill, with Nate Salisbury doing 
“Dutch” the first year; second time 
Andy Amann did the “Dutchman” up the 
tree and Nate was the big boss; title of 
the show was West Among the 
Injuns. 

Hartz, the magician, was a favorite, 
featuring Frank Lawton, Emery and Rus- 
sell, Duncan, the ventriloquist; Harry 
Parker's dogs, and Jake Riley, the jug- 
gler. Every act with Hartz afterwards 
worked for me. Denman Thompson’s 
Joshua Whitcomb, featuring Paul Mar- 
tinetti and Julia Wilson. Joseph Jeffer- 
son and John Moberly had a rep. show, 
featuring Rip Van Winkle. Sarah Bern- 
hardt, Lottie Crabtree, Mary Anderson, 
Isabella Irguhart, Mr. and Mrs, General 
Tom Thumb (whom I afterwards man- 
aged), Commodore Nut and Minnie War- 
ren, Edwin Booth, Lawrence Barrett, 
Tom Keene, Joseph Keene (whom I after- 
wards managed), Frederick Warde, Louis 
James, Joseph Proctor (whom I after- 
wards managed), and the “noblest 
Roman” of them all—John McCullough 

McKee Ranken, Louden McCormick, 
Tke Baird’s Minstrels were a big draw in 
those days. Likewise John MHamlin’s 
Wizard Oil Wagons, with their gifted 
singers and musicians.

I peddled bills and toted water for 
every troupe in the above list except the 
opera companies. They didn’t wish and 
drank nothing but bottled goods. I 
knew all the actors by their nicknames 
and the “show gals” by the old-home 
mame. Alice Oats slipped me her home- 
sun—Merritt, she said it was. In 1878 
got an old trunk and an old bucket 
nd joined out wtih Dan Rice and hired 
somebody to tote water for me,

had to confront us the railroad problem 
which again made it almost impossible to 
hold our annual events. Delegates were 
sent to Washington to interview the dif- 
ferent officers on these subjects and after 
many days of laborious work this situa- 
tion was cleared up, and, as you know, we 
went over without missing a fair. Vir- 
ginia is the only State in the union that 
has in the past five years been able to 
secure midway shows for all of their 
fairs. Many fairs in a number of States 
have been without midway shows, and in 
fact, one of our neighboring States last 
year had less than 75 per cent of their 
fairs supplied with midways. 

In making a comparison on the prices 
we pay for attractions, we find that the 
fairs of Virginia are paying at least 20 
per cent less than any other State in the 
Union. This is because we have our or- 
ganization, and we positively prohibit the 
fly-by-night booking agent from coming 
into our meetings and selling acts at 
many times their real value. 

During the past nine years our office 
has secured carnivals for 96 fairs. The 
co-operative buying of attractions has re- 
sulted in a saving to the fairs interested. 
We have had but little trouble with our 
race horse owners, and my records show 
there have only been three ringers picked 
up in the State of Virginia in the past 
nine years, while in some other States 
without an organization, or with an or- 
ganization not functioning, there has been 
as high as 35 or 40 ringers each season. 

We have organized 16 fairs in the 
State, which have been successful with 
one exception. Many fairs have been re- 
financed thru the efforts of our office. 


This feature we consider as me of our 
outstanding accomplishments. <As an in- 
stance of refinancing or placmg a fair 
back on its feet, there was ar organiza- 
tion which had been successful which had 
thru a period of a few years, because of 
inclement weather coupled witl bad man- 
agement, become bankrupt. This fair 
was visited by one of the officers of our 
organization and a thoro survey was made 
of the situation, with the result that 
modern methods were installed and 
changes made in all departm:nts where 
it was necessary, and the fair not only 
paid its operating expenses but was able 
to pay half of the old indebtedness last 
season. This fair is now on a successful 
financial basis, and there is mo reason 
why in the future it will not be one of 
the leading fairs of our Stace. 


The spirit of good fellowship we have 
created thru organization emong our 
members is rapidly leading to an ideal 
situation of brotherhood amyng groups 
of men. Instead of consilering our 
neighboring fair as an enemy as in the 
days before this brotherhood spirit was 
created, we now call them ous neighbors 
and are willing to sacrifice car own in- 
terests to help them on the rad to suc- 
cess. 

In entering into this new s¢ason of ac- 
tivities let us all pledge our support to 
our neighbor and let us driva from our 
hearts any jealousy of any of our neigh- 
boring fairs and be more wilting than in 
the past to lend a helping hant, especially 
to those that may be in dangesc of falling 

The distance we have traveled on this 
road of progress has only been done by 
our united effort.

The Origin of 


By RONALD FRANKAU, 


Concert Party 


of the ‘*Cabaret Kittens’ 


T IS highly probable that the first Concert Party in history was the 
one that served as a curtain raiser to The Frogs, by Aristophanes, 
which was produced at Athens some considerable time before the war. 

The Concert Party on this occasion was, of course, of the rougher 
type and more what would be known today as a pierrot oe They 
had of necessity to play in the open air, and it was, therefore, an al fresco 
entertainment. 

One can quite see the necessity even then for the light, versatile type 
of show known today as Concert Party. The trouble about The Frogs, in 
spite of the good notices it got from the papers, and classical tho it be- 
came, was that it was written in Greek. Caesar and his army of pals 
almost certainly had no desire to listen to this after a jolly dinner some- 
where. It is recorded that they used to arrive only for the Concert Party, 
leaving before the rise of the curtain on the play it preceded, 

The great comedian of the day was a man called Socrates, and it was 
he who probably ran the show and wrote much of the material used, which 
then, of course, was confined mostly to cross-patter and “mother-in-law” 
gages. One of his gibes is recorded. He used to come on, supposed to be 
slightly inebriated on vodka, the drink of the day, and say, as he advanced 
towards the footlights: “I’m as Appius Claudius and as Titus Andronius.” 
A good acrobatic tumbling act was invariably successful, and the great 
star in Athens at this type of work was called Diogenes, who invented the 
barrel act, performing marvelous feats with this “prop”. 

Of course this original combination had many troubles to contend with, 
principal among them the difficulty of lighting effect. Hundreds of 
torches were stuck all around the stage. Safety curtains not having 
been invented at that time, this was a very dangerous practice. The 
headlights of the chariots, which brought the patrons to the theater, were 
often dismantied and used as footlights y Be ad the performance. 

Women in those days were not allowed to take part in theatrical 
entertainme nts—it being considered most unseemly—and, as in Shake- 
speare’s time, a few years later, boys and young men had to take the role 
of scubrets, comediennes, toe dancers, etc. 

I have at home a marble tablet about four feet square, which is ob- 
viously one of the programs of this first Concert Party mentioned above, 
and it is interesting to note that two lyres were used simultaneously, so 
that the fact that two pianos are now used by some of the most modern 

shows is not as an original idea as is imagined. 

Those who would like to look further into the subject should read the 
great contemporary critic and authority, Mr. “Harry Stottle”’, whose 
Hebrew writings were translated into English a few years later by Plato, 
the man who invented friendship. —SOUTH AFRICAN PICTORIAL.

Some were in public auditoriums, the rest in homes of the very wealthy. 
In those days most people never heard an organ except in church, and thus 
they unconsciously associated the instrument with the somewhat restricted 
field of religious music. And those who did not go to church seldom heard 
any organ music at all. 

Today all thet is changed. There are doubtless four or five times 
as many fine pipe organs in use in America, and in England, too, as there 
were half a generation ago. And for this revival of interest in a noble 
instrument we owe a debt to the movies. For it was some astute motion 
picture exhibitor who along about 1910 rediscovered the fact that a high- 
class pipe organ was a pretty good substitute for a full orchestra. 

At first, with organ as well as with orchestra, motion picture music 
was nothing more than the innocuous accompaniment of action with tunes. 
But motion picture music has grown. No longer is the audience satisfied 
with a mere supplementation of dramatic themes with agreeable sounds. 
The sounds must fit the episodes depicted, the emotions registered, on the 
screen, and not in a general way, either, but moment by moment. 

To fill this meed the whole treasure house of the world’s music is 
being picked over for material by theater organists. Musical scores are 
arranged as carefully to synchronize with the pictured stories as are the 
scenarios themselves. 

Some of its severer critics lay many sins at the door of the motion 
picture—offenses against good taste and intelligence more often than 
offenses against morality. But even these severe critics must concede that, 
on the credit side, the motion picture has done much for the public in its 
popularization of the organ music. —MINNEAPOQLIS JOURNAL.

W ho Originated the Title of the Butter 
, and Egg Man 


T WAS inevitable after the vogue and popularity the expression ‘butter 
and egg man” has enjoyed that some one should write a play around 
this ubiquitous personage. This has been done by George S. Kaufman. 

It may be said now, despite its implication of lowing herds and peace- 
ful rusticity, that the title, Tha Butter and Egg Mean, has nothing what- 
ever to do with the poultry or dairy business. In fact, the play is laid 
in the theatrical environs of New York. 

In its broadest translation, a “butter and egg man” is a trusting 
individual, who pays at least a five-figure income tax, and who has not 
the slightest objection to forming partnerships with gentlemen who have 
neither his assets nor his moral code. In the theatrical business he is 
usually an individual who, after putting up the money for a show, is 
content to let his partners attend to the routine matters. Along Broadway 
he is more commonly referred to as “an angel”. Indeed, the less elite 
circles have been known to cal] him, in no uncertain terms, a “sucker”. 

The origin of the phrase, “butter and egg man,” is cloaked in ob- 
security. One Broadway philologist has it that the term was originated by 
Texas Guinan one night as she was introducing a portly stranger from 
the West who had unleashed his seemingly infinite bankroll for the 
edification of the crowd. 

“What your line?” queried Texas, according to the story. 

“I'm a big dairy and produce man,” answered the liberal gentleman 
from the prairies. 

“This gang’ll never get that,” said Texas, and turning to the crowd, 
continued, “Folks, meet a big butter and egg man from the West.” 

The phrase took hold immediately and was current up and down Broad- 
way for some time before W. C. Fields introduced it one night on the stage 
at a benefit performance. Sophie Tucker has done her share to popularize 
the phrase, as she embodied it in a song she has repeatedly used on the 
vaudeville stage. Other vaudevillians have seized upon it and it is now 
becoming publicized from one end of the country to the other.

Honolulu Elks’ Carnival

Honolulu, T. H., March 1.—The 17th 
annual AlIl-Elks’ Carnival at Waikiki 
Park, closing February 27, thrilled over 
100,000 Honoluluans during its spectacu- 
lar run. It was the greatest ever put on 
by the local Elks, and credit is due the 
officials who booked the many features 
from the mainland. The vice-president 
of the United States, Charles W. Dawes, 
opened the festivities when he pressed a 
button in Washington turning on the 
electric lights at the park via _ radio. 
From that moment on until midnight of 
the 27th the action continued without 
a break. The amount of money realized 
from the affair, which all goes to 
charity, will not be known for some days, 
bi It it is a conceded fact that it will be 
far beyond any previous records held by 
these affairs. The Elks handled all the 
money, did the talking and worked the 
stands. Wheels predominated at the lat- 
ter. The expenses were reported to hgve 
been “taken off” the third night of the 
show. Saturday morning the Elks antl 
shows were the hosts to mdre than 600 
orphans from the institutions on the 
island. In the popularity contest there 
were 68 entrants.

He figured on 
giving a total of 16 performances, but he 
gave 28 and all capacity.

Pendleton, sword walking; Harry Snider, 
cowboy magician, and Prof. M. Taripas, 
the “Filipino Houdini’. Prince Maho, 
under “Whitey” Gillispie’s guidance, was 
the only other pit show.

A GRAND OLD 
BRITISH SHOWMAN 


By CHARLES B COCHRAN 


tr know of no more delightful pastime 
than that of taking a sort of Dbusman’s 
oliday reading of the exploits and ad- 
ventures of the great figures of show- 
land. Recently there came my way 
seventy Years @ Showman, the racy and 


typical autobiography of that pioneer in 
the entertainment of the British country- 
Lord” George Sanger. 

In these days when so many people are 
content to live by proxy, to earn a more 
or less adequate stipend to support them 
in as genteel as possible a station of life 
(to which assuredly no divine voice ever 

ilied them), to adventure it only by way 
of a novel or a seat at the movies, it is 
a fine thing to be brought up sharp to a 
knowledge of the way of life of a man 
like Sanger 
Here is a chronicle that can compare 

fair terms with the life story of any 
great adventurers whose histories 
stirred men’s blood and sent boys 
out on to the roads and seas of the world 
st of something more than bank

Bristol founded the family fortune. A 
box actually comprised this first 
“property” of the Sanger show, which has 
since become world famous. It did not 
long suffice. He built a caravan in which 
he and his newly married wife toured the 
country, and soon, by means of what his 
son describes as the “showman’s license” 


involving “judicious economy of the 
truth’, he was showing the “Tallest 
Woman in the World” and “Tamee 
Ahmee and Orio Rio, the savage cannibal 
\yemies of the Dark Continent.” 


The killjoys were as active in the show 
world then as now, it appears, and soon 
James Sanger’s show was broken up and 
he had to return home to avoid legal pro- 
ceedings. His son, George, the author of 
this entertaining chronicle, was born 
Jecember 23, 1827, by which time his 
father had made another peep show and 
roundabout with which he 
“gaffs”. It would be interesting 
to compare this roundabout with the great

“The horses were enlarged ex- 
amples of the rough penny toys that 
please the little ones even now. 
Their legs were simply stiff, round 
sticks. Their bodies were lumps of 
rounded on one side. Their 
were roughly cut from half- 
inch deal boards and inserted in a, 
groove in the bodies, while the tails 
and manes were made of strips of 
rabbit skin. They were gaudy ani- 
mals, however, their codts of paint 
being white, plentifully dotted with 
red and blue spots. Motive power 
was obtained from the boys at the 
fairs who, having no half-pennies of 
their own, were always ready to push 


round their luckier companions for 
the reward of a ride later on.” 
Young Sanger went out with his 


parents, and from earliest youth experi- 
enced the incredible vicissitudes, which 
were the common lot of those who catered 
to the public enjoyment in those days. 
Soon he was busy on the affairs in which 
he was to find fame. . é 


“T thought it perfection, and was 
a proud mite, as, with a clean pina- 
fore and well-greased boots 
stood outside . . . ‘Walk up! 
Walk up" I would pipe. ‘Walk up 
and s@ the only correct views of the 
terrible murder of Maria Martin’ 
a fr Corder, the 
murderer, as he was at breakfast 
with the two Miss Singletons’ . . . 
‘Observe the horrified faces of the 
ladies, and note, also, so true to life 
are these pictures, that even the 
saucepan is shown upon the fire and 
the minute glass upon the table tim- 
ing the boiling of the eggs.’ ”

Life was indeed a thrilling adventure 
daily and nightly. Pests like cholera and 
smallpox swept the country and added to 
the difficulties of these itinerant show-« 
men. The rough element among the 
population to whose enjoyme nt they 
ministered were fain to “take it out of 
their defenseless visitors, and the law, as 
represented by local police and magis- 
trates, was equally disinclined to aid the 
stranger. Then there were bitter strug- 
gles between competing showmen, strug- 
gles often resulting in bloody battles. 
There are vivid pictures of the lengths 
to which rivalry among the showmen In- 
spired them to go Indeed a powerful, 
and at whiles an almost brutal, dramatic 
interest runs thru this book, something 
direct and primitive alike in its stalwart 
conflicts and situations and in the gen- 
erous depth of its humanity. 

The record of these early struggles 
of James Sanger and his family against 
disease, fire and calamity, descriptions 
like those of the Chartist riot, the show- 
men’s lynch law with its vivid account of 


rough justice finding Carrotty Kate, the 
grim Bartlett tragedy, the arrest of the 
body-snatchers, and so forth, prepare the 
reader for the tragic ending of the 
venerable showman’s life after he had 
gained the honorable retirement which 
was surely George Sanger's due and the 
terrible curtailment of which pr woked 
the pity of hundreds of thousands of his 
friends and admirers thruout the world. 

In the rough and tumble of “tober 
life young Sanger had reason to ap- 
preciate the resource and high courage 


at least the old man's 
stood the son in good 
stead, once when he inoculated the boy 
against smallpox, which had established 
its dread hold on the caravan family,. and 
again when the boy's ealf had been torn 
away in the roundabout and two surgeons 
had declared for the immediate amputa- 
tion of the limb. James, determined to 
treat the lad himself, sewed up the wound 
“in good sailor fashion” and cured the

boy. 
Young George turned coster but soon 


returned to the show game. It is amazing 
that upon the humble foundation of 
pennies gained by the exhibition of five 
canaries, two redpolls and six white mice 
such a fortune was built up that, when 
“Lord” George parted company from his 
brother, they divided property worth 
more than 100,000 pounds. For George 
became the greatest traveling showman of 
his time, just as Richardson was before 
him. His birth in 1827 dates nine years 
before the death of the septuagenarian 
Richardson, who was buried in Great 
Marlow churchyard side.by side with the 
“Beautiful Spotted Negro Boy”. In 1796 
young Edmund Carey, professionally 
known as Edmund Kean, the supreme ac- 
tor of the English tradition, was playing 


Tom Thumb in Richardson's -show at 
Bartholomew Fair where his mother im- 
personated Queen Dollabella. Sanger 


frequently refers to the Richardson show 
which he encountered when he was 
“patterine” for his father’s peep show. 
But the Richardson show was then being 
run by Messrs. Johnson and Nelson Lee. 

The hard times of his boyhood, his 
fierce struggles, the spartan charactexy of 
this wonderful man and the brilliant 
imagination which could invent the “Tame 
Oyster" and “trained fish exhibiting a 
naval engagement”, who could “let them 
have a white elephant” (and a white- 
washed one at that because actual “white 
elephants” were found to be a dirty 
pink !)—these are the factors which led 
up to Sanger’s magnificent achievements 
at Astley’s. They make me bow my head 
in shame that ever I have allowed my 
self to be called a showman! 


Surely no theater of any era_has won 
such a halo of romance or will live so 
long in history as Astley’s. One cannot 
think of Dickens without recalling the 
ee South London pleasure house, That 

anger operated this house profitably for 
20 years should surely have entitled him 
to the peerage which he bestowed upon 
himself. 

Looking backward, one wonders wheth- 
er the showman of his young days, with 
all the dangers and interferences with 
which they have to contend, met with 
more direct discouragement than do their 
modern confreres, with high expenses, L. 


Cc. C. requisitions, censorship, entertain- 
ment tax, interference from puritanical 
organizations and the _ difficulties of 
pleasing a public which has seen prac- 
tically everything. But the popularity of 
the circus in Sanger’s day was due not 
only to its novelty, but to the consider- 
able support accruing as a direct result 
of Royal and official patronage Even 
so, however, like other showmen, this 
Columbus of usement was occasionally 
carried away by the desire to do big 
things irrespective of profit making. He 


tells how he staged The 
at Astlev’s, with the bands of the Scotch 
and Grenadier Guards, hundreds of 
guardsmen and supers, a hundred camels 
and a like number of Arab horses. The 
loss was $50,000, a very heavy one in 
those days, but Sanger cheerfully wrote it

But the evidence 
disclosed at the time of taking this con- 
tract that the date was given for The 
Ten Commandments. The Ten Command- 
ments played on October 14 “And 15, but 
on October 5 Famous Players notified 
th@exhibitors that The Vanishing Ameri- 
can and Conquered would not be delivered 
under the contract, and the exhibitor on 
October 15 notified Famous Players that 
if The Vanishing American was not de- 
livered he would not accept the Group 9 
pictures. Finally, on October 30, on re- 
ceipt of the exhibitor’s copy of the con- 
tract, notice was sent by the exhibitor to 
the exchange that the contracts were be- 
ing returned as they had not been ac- 
cepted within the time specified in the 
contract. 

“These facts were not disputed by the 
exchange, which admitted that the con- 
tracts were not delivered to phe exchange 
until October 30, but claimed that it was 
because play dates had not been furnished 
and the exchange claimed that the con- 
tract for The Ten Commandments was 
part of the same deal, and in playing The 
Ten Commandments that part perform- 
ance constituted an acceptance of the con- 
tract. 

“The exhibitor offered in evidence the 
accepted copy of the contract, Which pro- 
vided for playing time at the rate of six 
pictures a month commencing with Jan- 
uary 5. This did not appear at all on the 
exhibitor’s application, and the claim was 
made on behalf of the exhibitor that these 
contracts were not binding on the ex- 
hibitor because the contracts Had not 
been accepted within 10 days, because the 

outracts had been altered by the crossing 
out of The Vanishing American and Con- 
quered, and because the contracts had 
been altered by the insertion of playing 
time in the contract which was not in 
the exhibitor’s application 

“The exhibitor. subsequent to October 
15, in talking with a representative of the 
exchange, offered to play these pictures 
at the rate of two a month provided The 
Vanishing American was reinstated, altho 
originally he had intended to use the pic- 
tures at the rate: of one a month but 
could not now do so because he had 
purchased other product.” 

Mr. Yamins then quoted the finding of 
the Board as follows: 

“That the original contract as signed 
August 22, as per copy of application left 
with the exhibitor, was to stand and the 
exhibitor was to play two pictures per 
month starting with April 1, 1926.” 

Mr. Yamins states the Board of Arbi- 
tration straddled the qyestion entirely 


red on this copy giving any and came to a rather peculiar finding, con- 


cluding’ that “apparently they found the 
original arrangement did not provide fo 
any playing time, and found against thé 
exchange, which claimed that the ar- 
rangement was for six pictures per month, 
starting with January 5, 1925, as appeared 
in their contract copy.” 

“In finding this the Board must have 
found that there had been an alteration 
of the contract and consequently the en- 
tire contract was null and void because of 
this alteration. 

“It appears, therefore, that the Film 
Board of Trade regarded all four con- 
tracts as part of one and the same deal 
and found that the original contracts did 
Bot provide for any playing time, not con- 
sidering that the insertion of plaving time 
under congract subsequently made any al- 
teration the agreement so as to make 
it void.” 

The cases of Flora and Hone were al- 
most identical to the one at Toms River, 
N. J., recently, which was decided in favor 
of the exhibitor in connection with the 
Famous Players’ picture Conquered.

The committee on constitution and bv- 
laws was composed of Lloyd Gould, Elwin 
Strong, Hunter Keasy and George Rober- 
son. Mr. Roberson also asked that The 
Billboard emphasize the fact that all of 
the proceedings of the convention were 
open to any and everybody with the 
single exception of the election of officers. 
Mr. Roberson further stated that the mat- 
ter of a permanent headquarters for the 
association will not~be settled upon until 
the fall meeting.

George 
Roberson was elected permanent chair- 
man of the convention and business got 
under way. 

“I am heartily and wholly in favor of 
an organization with teeth in it,” said 
Chairman Roberson. “Now let's see what 
this convention is going to do about it.”’ 

At this juncture Chairman Roberson 
turned to Mr. Gillmore and stated that 
his conversations with visiting delegates 
led him to believe that the question up- 
Permost in all minds was what Equity 
can do for the new organization after it 
is perfected. 

_ “Equity wants to be of all possible age 

sistance to the managers,” replied Mr, 
Gillmore. “In fact Equity has already 
been of gréat benefit to the managers. 
To illustrate one case: Equity organized 
the Southwest Managers’ Protective As- 
sociation in Texas and defeated two tax 
bills that would have been ruinous to 
the show business. Also the movie man 
is by no means always your friend. There 
is dangerous opposition in Illinois right 
now from the picture men. Equity can 
also aid in eliminating bad managers 
from your ranks, as well as in many other 
ways.” 

Prolonged discussion from many of the 
delegates brought out the fact that every 
man present had 100 per cent Equity 
casts and would have nothing else. The 
delegates were of an inquiring turn of 
mind and showed careful thought and 
deep interest in the entire question. Mr. 
Gillmore was asked a great many ques- 
tions about Equity, until one delegate 
suggested that it wasn’t an Equity meet=- 
ing but a managers’ meeting. Field 
Deputies Delmaine and Flynn, of the 
Equity Association, were invited to fur- 
nish information gleaned in their re- 
spective territories and did so. 

Harry P. Munns,_ attorney for the 
Equity Association, addressed the meet- 
ing and made a number of suggestions. 
Mr. Munns said that a list of all towns 
now charging exorbitant prices for license 
is being compiled. He also said that a 
strong organization of the managers will 
be highly pleasing to Equity because 
Equity will have a powerful ally in the 


field and will not find it necessary 
send deputies to so many distant points 
and at so great expense. Mr. Munns 


recommended -arbitration as a means of 
settling differences out of court at a 
nominal cost and said it had proved most 
satisfactory. 

Chairman Roberson then decided that 
the meeting would adjourn and the dele- 
gates go into executive conference at the 
Hotel Sherman.

pictures he is getting, tho cheap, acts as 
a boomerang in the long ruh against the 

exchange thru which it was rented. 

Mr. Elliott’s statement, in part, follows: 

“The exchanges cannot buy good pic- 
tures at poor picture prices, as production 
costs have increased tremendously during 
the past few years. Actors are getting 
more money than ever before, and to 
maintain a standard of quality production 
the producer must accordingly increase 
negative costs Furthermore, it requires 
a capable and efficient organization to 
make good quality product which alone 
will secure theater bookings. 

“The past year has clearly proven that 
there is a market for good independent 
productions, while there is no place for 
pictures of a cheap or inferior grade. 
A survey of the independent market for 
the past year or so develops some Inter- 
esting facts, from .,which conclusions can 
readily be drawn as to which branch of 
this market has suffered most. 

“The number of failures among pro- 
ducers and distributors has been very 
large, in comparison with the limited 
number of companies that were active 
during this period. The situation is 
radically different, however, in respect to 
the number of exchanges now operating. 

“The established independent producers 
are now busily engaged directing their 
organizations and in many __ instances 
dividing their time between New York 
and their West Coast studios, putting 
forth every possible effort to make good, 
consistent product of merit and high 
quality for release under thefr contracts. 

“Any exchange which contemplates buy- 
ing product from a producer or distrib- 
utor having neither organization, ability 
or finance to carry out the season’s pro- 
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gram, cannot possibly exist and is simply 
committing business suicide. 

“Past experiences of some exchanges 
in falling for alluring promises of pro- 
ductions that were never fulfilled should 
be sufficient warning when lining up their 
pictures for the approaching season. Re- 
calling these sad and costly experiences 
they should not become involved with 
contracts which can never be carried out, 
except in waste baskets, or pictures that 
will never be made by promoters who 
are promoting money for themselves and 
never expect to see the inside of a studio 
or a negative under their control. 

“The only way the independent market 
can be stabilized and made profitable for 
all concerned is for the exchanges when 
buying independent product to deal only 
with the reputable and established com- 
panies, capable of carrying out their con- 
tracts and fulfilling their agreements in 
a satisfactory and businesslike manner.” 

Summing up, Mr. Elliott states that the 
I. M. P. A. can be relied upon to assist 
in every way possible the various factors 
comprising the independent market with 
the view to eliminating trade abuses, 
stabilizing the entire market and estab- 
lishing confidence which should create a 
better feeling and a more cordial relation- 


ship between those actively engaged if 
producing and marketing pictures for 
release on the independent market.

Circus Route Books 


Great numbers of pictures of celebrities 
in and out of the circus were a feature, 
and humor was the keynote of the wr.ting 
by the inimitable author. There were 
other features contributed by Geo. 5S. 
Cole on a description of Aaron Turner's 
Cireus of 1849. Charles H. Day, Col. J. 
A. Hatch, Willis Cobb, Warren A. Pat- 
rick and Harry Taylor were also enter- 
tuining. The season was a long one of 
33 weeks with a mileage of 23,700

1918; Otto Floto, 1904 to 1905; Yankee 
Robinson, 1906 to 1920; Young Buffalo, 
1910 to 1914; Patterson-Gentry, 1923. 

Circuses which are not known to have 
issued route books and which were of 
sufficient size to have warranted are 
Batchelor & Doris, L. B. Lent, Cooper & 
Jackson, Burr Robbins, John B. Doris, 
Cooper & Bailey, John O'Brien's. Miles 
Orton, Harris Nickel Plate, S. H. Barrett 
& Coa., John McMahon Shows (under va- 
rious titles), Orrin Bros., Shipp & Feltus, 
S¢« Sautelle, Al F. Wheeler, Christy 
Bros., Robbins Bros. and Lemen Bros.’ 
Shows away back and very small are not 
considered in this statement. 

The reader may be impressed with the 
fact that praise is given all route books 
thruout this description, which is exactly 
what is intended; all route books are 
good, but some are better than others. 
The compilation of such a nature in the 
first place involves a lot of work with 
but poor remuneration at best. The high 
cost of printing has made it almost 
prohibitive of late years, especially if [tt 
is desired to bring out something well 
illustrated on good paper, and more or 
less complete in detail. The only persons 
who atterfipt it are actuated by the 
laudable motive of desiring to do a serv- 
ice to their friends on the show and to 
preserve in permanent record the season's 
happe nings of the organization. To such 
it would seem every encouragement and 
assistance should be given by owners and 
all employees. 

James A. Bailey was always specially 
interested in the route book for h's show 
and materially assisted the compiler. 
This resulted in the Barnum & Bailey 
books for excellence and long period of 
successive years being cons'dered as 
standing at the head. in this respect, to 
all other organizations 

Soliciting professional cards and ad- 
vertising of business firms along the 
route is much labor and expenditure of 
effort, but covers the cost of a better 
book. The larger shows are the field 
for good route books, but when they are 
produced by the smaller shows over a 
period of years it is a sure indication of 
their rosperity and the lovalty and 
pride a all hands in the organization. 

The route book is strictly a democratic 
publication Tf the classification of em- 
ployees gives them their ful due in the 
part they play in’ the organization 
scheme they can be counted on to take 
an interest in the book by purchasing 


one or more copies Tt also awakens 
ywride in the show and in their particular 
job In short, the circus route book is 


a factor in esprit de corps and a good 
influence for loyalty Tt is moreover the 
best form for preserving the facts of 
circus history that T know of. Let's 
have more of them and not let an inter- 
esting and fine custom of more than 
50 years’ standing lack support by those 
interested.

of Oklahoma makes no appropriation to 
the larger fairs. It does provide that 
the county commissioners of any county 
may not to exceed one-quarter mill 
tax upon the county for the purpose of 
paying the premiums on agricultural and 
live-stock exhibits produced jn that coun- 
ty. This law has resulted in the forma- 
tion in almost every county of a county 


imV\ 


fair which is free to all patrons, the 
premiums for which are paid by the 
county. A part of the money is set aside 


to pay premiums at what are called 
township fairs. The county is divided 
into six or eight districts and in each 


district a one or two-day fair is held, at 
which the farmers of that district bring 
in their best products and compare them 
with those of their neighbors. The best 
from these township fairs is taken to 
the county fair and the best from the 
county fair is taken to the State fair. 
These small one-day township fairs have 
undoubtedly resulted in a great deal of 
ood to the community and most certain- 
y have been a factor in the development 
of Oklahoma. 


And so we come to the conclusion that 
the fairs of today are advancing, are 
keeping pace with the onward rush of 
civilization and are more popular today 
than ev -r before; that they are rendering 
a real service to their community, and 
that the results justify the large amount 
of labor. energy and money necessary 
to be exp nded in their behaif. And like- 
wise the conclusion is evident that only 
the fair which has a well-balanced pro- 


gram of education, service and enter- 
tainment will endure. That the fair 
which becomes one-sided, which fails to 
be a factor in the development of its 
resources. which fails to render a real 


service to mankind, cannot long endure. 

The fair which succeeds must also be 
ahead of its community. It must lead the 
way. This presents a real problem to the 
fairs not endowed with State or munici- 
pal aid. It necessitates a building pro- 
gram. a premium payment and an en- 
tertainment schedule which are in. ad- 
vance of what present-day conditions will 
warrant. And in the measure that these 
problems are met and solved correctly 
lies the answer of the success of the 
fair.

time 36,000 performances To get an 
idea of what this really means let's sup- 
Pose a one-night-stand show attempting 
to make the same record. Playing 10 
performancesea week for 30 weeks it 
will give 300 performances a year. To 
play 36,000 performances would require 
120 years. In other words, if this show 
gave its first performance in 1926 the 
last performance would be given in 2046. 
It certainly would need a new production 
and a new cast by that time. 


The seating capacity of the tents will 


range from 600 or 700 to more than 
2,000, according to the size of the tent 
and the seating arrangement. On _ the 


average each tent would play to not less 
than 500 people at each performance. 
Multiplying our 36,000 performances by 
500 we get 18,000,000 as the minimum 
audience for the summer season alone. 
And that means much more than is ex- 
pressed by this staggering total, for thes: 
tent shows bring the spoken drama to 
thousands of people who would never get 
it otherwise. And this great audience is 
the most cosmopolitan in the world. It 
includes everyone from both town an! 
country and from all walks of life. Even 
the children are well represented and if 
any tent-show manager has ever refused 
to admit a babe in arms we have yet 
to hear of it. When we talk about mak- 
ing future playgoers here we have it at 
best. 


Not a Dress-Up Affair 


Attending theatrical performances un- 
der a tent is never made a dress-up af 


fair. Everyone attends them = simpl) 
to be entertained and amused and thers 
are no frills attached to the event. They 
come to see the show and not to se 


how their friends and neighbors are cos- 
tumed, For a genuine all-round enjoy- 
ment of a theatrical performance th 
tent-show audience has no equal. 

And one of the main reasons for this 
thoro enjoyment is due to the fact that 
there is never any question but that it 
is perfectly proper to attend the per 
formance, for they know nothing will 
be said or done that will give offens: 
even to the voungest child. There is never 
that feeling of a guilty conscience ex 
perienced so often when attending a plas 
that has a reputation for being question- 
able or salacious. If the audiences in the 
largest places were made up of people a‘ 
well acquainted with one another as they 
are in the tent-show territories the busi 
eens done by such a play would be not!

Better Class of Plays 


Now as to the plays presented many of 
them cannot be designated as the acme 
of perfection in playwriting, but they are 
all alike in that they are clean and 
wholesome. And or late years there has 
been a pronounced tendency to present 
the better class of plays. It is no longer 
a new thing to see several of the late 
New York releases in the repertoire of 
these shows. They cost more money for 
Teyalties than they should, but the man- 
agers figure they are worth the price. 
It is a grave question, except in a few 
instances, whether or not these late re- 
leases mean much as such to the tent- 
show audiences. That they are new to 
them is what really gives them value. 

The tent-show field is one that has 
been sadly neglected by many play- 
wrights and their agents. And whenever 
a tent-show manager does seek to secure 
a play from them he may expect to see 
an almost impossible royalty staring him 
in the face. Those having plays to lease 
must remember that the tent-show man- 
ager is not playing a game in which there 
are high stakes—no enormous jackpot ‘s 
ever in sight. Their business is fairly 
uniform and certain, but it has its limita- 
tions and the manager must play safe. 
Those managers who operate a tent in 
summer and alro play repertoire during 
the regular season can afford to pay the 
royalty which is usually so much for the 
entire season, but for the summer only 
this royalty is often too high 

It may look like easy money to get 
$500 each from two little unknown tent 
shows, but if 100 tent shows could use 
the same bill at $100 each it would mean 
$10,000 instead of $1,000 as in the first 
instance. Playwrights had better figure 
more on the wholesale rather than the 
retail prices, for there is more money in 
it in this case. And here is another sug- 
gestion — there are hundreds of play 
scripts lying on the shelves which could 
be taken down, dusted off and be made 
with slight revisions acceptable for tent- 
show use. They would be new in the 
tent-- how territories and could be leased 
for a very low royalty. Every tent-show

The tent-show men 
who do recognize the need of organiza- 
tion have held back, for reasons best 
known to themselves, when it came to 
taking decided action. They have al- 
ways operated as individuals—“‘each man 
for himseli’—and this may account for 
the inaction on their part. 

The showmen of the old days assumed 
this same attitude when they saw their 
business encroached upon and promoted 
from almost every angle. As a result of 
their inaction their business and the 
theaters were gradually lost to them.

But the tent-show men at least have this 
advantage over the older showmen, they 
have examples of organization on every 
hand, for nearly everyone in the show 
business but themselves is organized. 
What others have done they can do if 
they will, And the old showmen may 
be excused to some extent for their 
inertia because the destruction was slow 
even if it was insid ous. But with the 
tent-show men the situation is different 
in that when a location is lost, it is lost 
at one fell swoop. They thus have a 
well-def:neil warning that if there is a 
united action on the part of the opposi- 
tion they may be put out of business al- 
most over night. 

And this united action will make it- 
self felt thru the high license. And 
almost without exception this high 
license will be secured thru undue in- 
fluence and a misrepresentation of the 
true facts. It is notable that in a few 
instances where the high license was 
vigorously opposed at its first inception, 
and the true facts made known, it was 
immediately relegated to the dscard. If 
uninfluenced it is very doubtful if many 
town councils would ever make the 
license high enough to be prohibitive. 
These are the basic facts staring us 
boldly in the face and we need not expect 
to handle them successfully except thru 
a united effort. 


Not only must the tent-show men fight 
for their very existence in the future 
but everyone who has the interest of 
the spoken drama at heart must be will- 
ing to aid that good cause whenever the 
opportunity presents itself. Jay Gould, 
the financier, has been quoted as saying: 
“In a Republican State lam a Republican, 
in a Democratic State I am a Democrat 
—but in all States and at all times I am 
for the Erie Railroad.” Let us para- 
phrase those words and adopt them as a 
motto for future action: “On Broadway 
I am for New York, on a tent show I 
am for the smaller places—but in all 
jlaces and at all times I am for the 
Bpoken Drama.” é
